INTERIM  REPORT  OF  BRAIN  COMMITTEE 

DETAILS  of  the  recommendations — already  made  known  in  outline — of 
recommendations  for  the  control  of  central-nervous-system  drugs  are 
given  in  the  interim  report,  just  published,  of  the  Interdepartmental 
Committee  on  Drug  Addiction  (the  "  Brain  "  Committee). 


The  report  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
price  sixpence)  states :  "  From  the 
data  assembled  it  is  clear  that  car- 
bromal and  bromvaletone,  in  the  form 
of  certain  proprietary  preparations, 
have  been  widely  used  by  the  public, 
largely  without  medical  guidance.  Cases 
of  habituation  arising  in  this  way  have 
been  numerically  very  few,  but  individ- 
ually serious.  .  .  .  What  has  become  at 
once  obvious  to  us  is  that  carbromal 
and  bromvaletone  are  merely  two  ex- 
amples among  various  drugs  at  present 
on  sale  to  the  public  without  restraint, 
the  injudicious  use  of  which  may 
nevertheless  be  attended  by  dangers 
both  to  the  individual  and  to  the  com- 
munity. ..." 

The  properties  of  carbromal  and 
bromvaletone,  states  the  report,  are 
such  that  they  did  not  qualify  for  con- 
trol under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
1951,  or  under  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Act,  1956,  and  "the  Poisons 
Board  have  so  far  felt  unable  to  re- 
commend them  as  poisons  for  control 
under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933."  The  interim  report  contains  the 
recommendation,  previously  made 
known  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  a 
Parliamentary  answer  (C.  &  D.,  De- 
cember 12,  1959,  p.  527),  that  in  gen- 
eral any  drug  or  pharmaceutical  pre- 
paration which  had  an  action  on  the 
central  nervous  system  and  was  liable 
to  produce  physical  or  psychological 
deterioration  should  be  confined  to 
supply  on  prescription.  The  report  also 
recommends  that  an  independent  expert 
body  should  be  responsible  for  advis- 
ing which  substances  shall  be  so  con- 
trolled. 

The  Committee  was  appointed  on 
June  3,  1958,  and  about  the  same  time 
the  Poisons  Board  considered  whether 
carbromal  and  bromvaletone  and  pre- 
parations containing  them  should  be 
recommended  for  control  as  "  poisons." 
"  In  the  absence  of  sufficient  evidence 
that  preparations  containing  either  or 
both  of  these  drugs  were  widely 
abused,  the  Board  decided  not  to  sup- 
port such  a  course  of  action,  but  sug- 
gested that  the  matter  might  be  referred 
to  the  Interdepartmental  Committee  on 
Drug  Addiction."  Until  November  23, 
1959,  the  date  of  the  interim  report, 
the  committee  had  held  five  meetings, 
and  received  written  submissions  from 


a  number  of  bodies  that  were  specifi- 
cally invited  to  present  their  views  and 
in  addition  certain  bodies  had  nomin- 
ated representatives  who  had  appeared 
personally  before  the  Committee. 

Another  particular  aspect  of  the 
wider  problem  being  studied  by  the 
Committee  referred  to  in  the  interim 
report  concerned  the  extent  to  which 
anaesthetists  themselves  became  addic- 
ted to  the  gases  they  used.  An  accurate 
measure  of  the  incidence  of  addiction 
of  that  kind  was  difficult  to  determine. 
So  far  as  the  Committee  could  dis- 
cover, the  number  of  cases  which  had 
come  to  notice  over  the  past  eleven 
years  was  under  twenty.  "  It  was  re- 
presented to  us,"'  state  the  Committee, 
"  that  with  the  apparatus  at  present  in 
use,  the  preliminary  sniffing  of  the 
gases  immediately  before  administering 
them  to  a  patient  is  a  recognised  and 
indispensable  precaution.  Neglect  of 
this  measure  in  the  first  place  might  be 
tantamount  to  professional  negligence. 
Furthermore,  to  the  great  majority  of 
anaesthetists,  such  a  practice  offers  no 
encouragement  to  addiction.  With  these 
views  we  are  in  complete  agreement." 
The  Committee  also  considered  that  an 
anaesthetist  who  was  proved  to  be  an 
addict  should  at  once  be  prevented 
from  continuing  his  specialist  practice. 
Employing  authorities  should  take 
special  care  to  satisfy  themselves  that 
applicants  for  anaesthetic  appointments 
had  no  record  of  such  irregularity. 

Delay  by  Tribunal 

COMMITTEE  CHAIRMAN'S  PROTEST 

PROTESTING  against  the  delay  by 
the  National  Health  Service  Tribunal 
in  coming  to  a  decision  regarding  the 
removal  of  the  name  of  a  local  phar- 
macist from  the  Executive  Council's 
list,  Mr.  C.  E.  Findlay  (chairman^,  Phar- 
maceutical Services  Committee,  South- 
end) threatened  to  resign.  He  was  re- 
ferring to  a  case  where  the  pharmacist 
had  been  brought  before  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Services  Committee  five  times 
because  of  inaccurate  dispensing  and 
the  Executive  had  referred  the  matter 
to  the  Tribunal  because  they  considered 
that  to  maintain  the  pharmacist's  name 
on  the  list  of  contractors  would  be  pre- 
judical  to  the  Health  Service.  The  Tri- 
bunal had  opened  the  case  on  Septem- 


ber 25,  1959,  and  then  adjourned  until 
December  22,  1959,  but  the  Council 
had  not  yet  been  informed  of  the  de- 
cision. Mr.  Findlay  is  reported  to  have 
stated :  "  This  man  is  still  dispensing 
and  could  make  a  mistake  and  here 
we  are  waiting  for  the  final  remarks  of 
the  Tribunal.  These  people  need  shak- 
ing into  action."  Dr.  H.  F.  Hiscocks 
(chairman  of  the  Executive  Council) 
agreed  with  Mr.  Findlay,  but  persuaded 
him  not  to  resign.

Conference  Papers 

PROCEDURE  AND  SUBMISSION  DATE 

THE  procedure  for  submitting  science 
papers  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  to  be  held  in  Newcastle, 
September  5-6,  is  similar  to  that  adop- 
ted during  the  last  two  years.  The  Con- 
ference Executive  is  offering  authors 
the  alternative  of  submitting  science 
papers  in  one  of  two  forms :  either 
(a)  the  complete  paper  of  suggested 
4,000  words,  or  (b)  a  communication 
not  longer  than  1,000  words  (or  two 
pages  of  the  Journal  of  Pharmacy  and 
Pharmacology).  While  the  same  stan- 
dards are  to  be  applied  to  both  types 
of  paper  in  assessing  their  suitability 
for  acceptance,  the  short  communica- 
tion may  take  the  form  of:  (i)  a  brief 
report  in  place  of  a  full  paper  when 
circumstances  have  not  permitted  a  de- 
tailed full  paper  to  be  written  up,  or  (ii) 
a  report  of  work  of  a  somewhat  less 
original  character  than  is  required  for 
a  full  paper,  but  of  a  sufficiently  high 
standard,  or  (iii)  a  report  complete  in 
itself,  but  forming  part  of  a  research 
project  so  far  unfinished.  An  attempt 
will  be  made  to  supply,  as  usual,  gal- 
ley proofs  of  each  paper  before  the 
Conference  meets.  As  the  success  of 
the  discussions  at  the  Science  Sessions 
depends  on  prior  circulation  of  those 
copies  to  members,  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  consider  any  manuscripts 
of  either  type  of  paper  received  after 
May  23.  In  order  to  allow  sufficient 
time  for  any  necessary  revision,  authors 
are  advised  to  submit  their  papers  at 
the  earliest  possible  date,  and  it  would 
be  helpful  if  those  who  propose  to 
contribute  a  paper  would  inform  the 
general  secretaries  (Messrs.  E.  F. 
Hersant  and  D.  Train)  of  the  title  as 
soon  as  possible.  All  papers  accepted 
for  the  Conference  are  being  published 
in  the  Journal  of  Pharmacy  and  Phar- 
macology, together  with  a  summary  of 
the  discussion  of  them.  Publication  of 
"  short  communications  "  does  not  de- 
bar the  submission  of  a  subsequent  full 
length  paper  for  later  publication  in 
the  Journal  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharma- 


cology. Authors  of  contributions  accep- 
ted for  the  Conference  and  later  pub- 
lished, are  entitled  to  a  limited  number 
of  reprints.  Both  "  complete "  papers 
and  "  short  communications "  should 
comply  strictly  with  "  Notice  to  Con- 
tributors "  issued  by  the  Editor  of  the 
Journal  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharmacol- 
ogy, a  copy  of  which  is  to  be  sent  to 
any  intending  author  on  application.  To 
ensure  adequate  time  for  the  presenta- 
tion and  discussion  of  all  papers  sub- 
mitted the  time  taken  in  presenting 
each  paper  is  being  limited.  Authors 
are  asked  to  submit,  with  three  copies 
of  their  manuscripts  and  three  copies 
of  diagrams  and  figures  (but  only  one 
of  which  need  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements given  in  "  Notice  to  Con- 
tributors ")  a  statement  of  not  more 
than  600  words  and  to  present  their 
paper  by  reading  that  statement  to  the 
Conference.  The  statement  should  not 
be  a  summary  of  the  work  done,  but 
should  draw  attention  to  points  of 
special  interest  in  the  paper  and  if  ap- 
propriate, give  the  reasons  prompting 
the  research.  Diagrams  and  tables 
should  not  be  included  in  this  state- 
ment. 

Statutory  Committee 

TWO  INQUIRIES  TO  BE  RESUMED 

THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  is  to  meet  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.I,  at 
2.30  p.m.  on  February  3,  to  resume  an 
inquiry  adjourned  from  February  5, 
1958,  from  which  it  appears  that  a  cor- 
porate body  carrying  on  business  as  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons  was  con- 
victed of  offences  under  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933  (see  C.  &  D., 
February  15,  p.  168),  and  to  resume  an 
inquiry  adjourned  from  November  5, 
1958,  concerning  a  member  of  the  So- 
ciety convicted  of  stealing  money  from 
his  employers  (see  C.  &  D.,  November 
15,  p.  528).  The  Committee  will  also 
consider  information  and  evidence 
from  which  it  appears  that  a  member 
of  the  Society  has  been  convicted  of 
assault,  and  in  another  case  consider 
evidence  concerning  a  member  of  the 
Society  convicted  of  offences  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  and  Regulations. 

Hours  Reduced 

PROPOSALS  BY  A  MANUFACTURER 

GLAXO  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  have  an- 
nounced proposals  to  reduce  staff 
working  hours,  increase  salaries  and 
wages,  and  to  increase  holidays  for 
certain  sections  of  the  staff.  The 
changes  are  to  operate  from  March  1 
in  all  the  company's  establishments  in 
Britain,  where  about  five  thousand 
people  are  employed.  The  standard 
working  week  for  male  factory  staff  is 
to  be  reduced  from  forty-four  to  forty- 
two  hours  and  for  clerical  and  technical 
staff  from  forty  to  thirty-eight.  Women 
factory  staff  continue  to  work  a  forty- 
hour  week.  The  increases  in  salaries 
and  wages  will  be  by  about  5  per  cent. 
Holidays  are  increased  from  three  to 
four  weeks  for  all  staff  paid  about 
£1,500  a  year  with  seven  or  more  years' 
service,  and  all  other  staff  with  twenty- 
one  years'  service  or  more.  The  cost  of 
the  changes  is  about  £150,000  a  year.

"  Haunted  "  Chemists 

A  DUBLIN  NEWSPAPER'S  ARTICLE 

A  PLEASANT  interlude  was  provided 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland  on  Janu- 
ary 12  (see  p.  96),  when  the  registrar 
read  the  following  article  from  the 
January  5  issue  of  the  Evening  Herald, 
Dublin.  The  article  was  headed  "  The 
'  Herald  '  Doctor  Asks — Do  You  Haunt 
Your  Chemist?  "  :  "  Are  you  a  menace 
to  your  chemist?  Do  you  haunt  him  so 
that  every  time  he  sees  you  coming  he 
sends  his  assistant  to  deal  with  you? 
There  must  be  a  reason  for  his  strange 
behaviour.  Most  likely  the  fault  lies 
with  you.  Do  you  take  up  his  valuable 
time  by  describing  your  aches  and  pains 
to  him?  Do  you  feel  that  he  is  heartless 
if  he  does  not  prescribe  a  bottle  for 
your  long-standing  cough?  If  you  are 
this  kind  of  person  it  is  no  wonder  that 
he  slinks  away  every  time  he  sees  your 
shadow  crossing  his  doorway,  because 
it  means  that  you  are  asking  him  to  do 
something  that  he  does  not  want  to  do 
— to  diagnose  and  treat  your  ailments. 
By  his  long  years  of  study  your  chemist 
knows  all  about  drugs.  He  knows  their 
properties,  their  dosages,  their  toxic 
effects  and  their  power  to  change  the 
various  functions  of  the  body.  And  he 
understands  the  various  laws  regulating 
their  sale.  Above  all,  he  is  an  expert  at 
dispensing.  That  means  he  can  make  up 
a  prescription  with  skill  and  accuracy. 
But  he  has  never  had  training  in  clini- 
cal medicine.  He  has  never  had  training 
in  the  signs  and  symptoms  of  disease, 
nor  does  he  profess  any  skill  in  the  ex- 
amination of  patients.  He  would  be  the 
first  to  admit  this  himself — just  as  your 
family  doctor  would  admit  that  he  has 
forgotten  anything  he  ever  knew  about 
dispensing  prescriptions.  The  training  of 
both  doctor  and  chemist  has  been  long 
and  rigorous.  Both  are  experts  in  their 
respective  fields.  So  it  is  understandable 
that  neither  of  them  wishes  to  intrude 
on  the  other's  expert  territory.  If  your 
chemist  is  kindly  and  well-disposed  he 
will  listen  to  your  tale  of  woe.  But  do 
not  expect  him  to  go  any  further  with 
it.  Do  not  expect  him  to  be  chemist, 
family  doctor,  general  adviser  and  psy- 
chologist all  rolled  into  one.  If  you 
have  a  cough  for  some  months  there  is 
no  point  in  going  to  your  chemist  and 
asking  for  a  bottle  to  take  it  away. 
There  is  only  one  sensible  thing  to  do 
and  that  is  to  go  to  your  doctor  and 
find  out  the  cause  of  the  cough.  So  do 
give  your  chemist  a  chance.

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  EXECUTIVE 

A  STRONG  protest  is  being  sent  by 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association  to  all 
manufacturers  who  undertake  "  per- 
nicious schemes  that  cut  across  legiti- 
mate trading."  That  description  was 
given  to  the  special  offers  of  free  gifts 
with  such  items  as  proprietary  brands 
of  tooth-paste,  when  the  subject  was 
discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion's executive  committee  in  Belfast  on 
January  5.  It  was  pointed  out  at  the 
meeting  that  often  chemists  were  left 
holding  large  stocks  because  of  such 
offers,  and  were  unable  to  dispose  of 
standard  packs  because  the  public 
waited  for  other  "  special  offers."  The 
possibility  of  a  general  closing  of  chem- 
ists' shops  on  St.  Patrick's  Day,  March 
17,  was  discussed.  The  committee  agreed 
that  such  a  step  would  first  require 
careful  consideration  at  the  Associa- 
tion's annual  meeting,  and  the  approval 
of  the  Northern  Ireland  General  Health 
Services  Board.  Meantime  the  secretary 
was  instructed  to  remind  members  that 
any  who  wished  to  close  would  require 
to  procure  the  Board's  prior  approval. 
It  was  arranged  to  hold  a  whist  drive  in 
aid  of  the  Northern  Ireland  Chemists' 
Benevolent  Fund  early  in  March.  The 
following  were  elected  to  membership:

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Chemist's  friend 

Readers  will  face  the  coming  year  confidently  with,  at  their  elbow, 
the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Year-Book  &  Diary.  A  comprehensive  guide  to 
legal  and  business  problems  is  an  essential  in  these  days  of  complexity,  and 
I  am  glad  to  have  my  copy,  even  if  circumstances  have  caused  a  delay 
in  its  production.  You  are  to  be  commended  for  having  collected,  in  one 
small  section,  the  statements  for  members'  guidance  issued  over  a  period 
of  twenty  years  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  state- 
ments have  varied  in  content  and  in  subject,  and  it  is  extremely  valuable 
to  have  the  opportunity  of  reading  them  through  and  refreshing  our  mem- 
ories on  the  questions  of  law  and  ethics  arising  therefrom.  Some  of  the 
statements,  I  feel  sure,  are  directed  to  a  minority  of  our  members,  and 
many  will  wonder  at  the  need  for  some  of  them.  Yet  it  is  that  minority 
which  is  the  direct  cause  of  legislation  involving  the  whole  membership. 
Not  for  the  first  time  I  question  the  value  of  that  part  of  the  statement 
relating  to  sex  hormones,  advising  pharmacists  not  to  supply  such  pre- 
parations "  unless  satisfied  that  the  customer  is  obtaining  them  on  medical 
advice,  though  not  necessarily  presenting  a  prescription."  I  can  think  of 
no  other  means  of  being  so  satisfied  than  that  of  the  presentation  of  a 
prescription.  The  statement  makes  reference  to  the  need  for  some  "  regu- 
lation "  of  the  supply,  and  I  have  never  been  able  to  feel  that  the  advice 
is  sufficiently  forceful.  Although  no  question  of  law  or  of  poisons  is 
directly  involved,  I  think  the  Council  could  at  least  have  advised  that  a 
prescription  was  regarded  as  necessary.  As  worded,  the  statement  is  weak. 

Pharmacy  under  stress 

I  read  with  the  greatest  interest  the  article  entitled  "  Pharmacy  under 
German  Occupation,"  (pp.  67-69)  and  congratulate  the  author  on  his 
ingenuity  and  adaptability  under  trying  conditions  in  the  Isle  of  Guernsey. 
What  surprised  me  most  was  the  evidence  of  resilience  of  man  (and 
woman)  under  circumstances  that  might  have  been  expected  to  break  the 
spirit  completely.  The  pharmaceutical  improvisation  was,  of  course,  not 
unexpected,  for  the  training  of  the  pharmacist  in  pre-war  days  produced 
a  druggist  of  many  parts  and,  fascinating  as  were  the  means  devised  to 
overcome  shortages  of  many  materials,  such  contriving  was  common  to 
all  during  the  years  of  war.  Even  in  this  country  ingenuity  was  taxed  to 
the  limit,  and  many  of  the  devices  employed  by  Mr.  Butterworth  were 
resorted  to  on  the  British  mainland- — with  the  important  difference  that 
ours  was  not  occupied  territory.  Morale  seems  to  have  been  maintained 
at  heights  that  seem  incredible  to  persons  who  have  not  experienced 
similar  conditions,  and  great  credit  is  due  to  those  who  kept  local 
theatricals  going,  as  well  as  to  those  who  improvised  the  necessary  "  make- 
up." I  was  surprised  to  read  that  claims  on  a  drug  house  in  Hamburg, 
relating  to  shortages  and  breakages,  were  always  honoured.  Business,  even 
during  a  war,  shows  a  marked  reluctance  to  break  with  habit,  and  it  may 
be  recalled  that  similar  concern  was  shown  when  the  Germans  raided  the 
Lofoten  Islands,  looted  the  cod-liver  oil,  and  credited  the  account  of 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  with  the  value  through  a  bank  in  Oslo.  Life  itself 
seems  to  be  less  valuable. 

Can  you  read  it  ? 

All  credit  to  the  trainees  of  the  Harlow  pricing  bureau  for  their  success 
in  deciphering  the  badly  written  prescription  which  appeared  on  p.  38.  But, 
like  your  correspondent,  Miss  V.  E.  Lewis,  I  am  no  longer  amused  by 
such  interruptions  to  the  smooth  running  of  the  dispensing  department, 
particularly  when  proprietary  preparations  are  the  focus  of  attention.  In 
a  prescription  for  traditional  drugs,  one  badly  written  item  usually  yields 
up  its  secret  by  reference  to  its  companions,  but  that  assistance  is  not 
forthcoming  with  proprietary  tablets.  Neither  pharmacist  nor  pricing 
bureau  should  have  to  put  up  with  the  time-consuming  irritation  caused 
by  careless  and  indifferent  physicians.  It  is  not  funny.

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PHYSICAL  SOCIETY'S  EXHIBITION 

Many  new  scientific  instruments  on  show 


THE  continuous  development  of  scien- 
tific instruments  and  apparatus  was 
evident  at  the  Physical  Society's  forty- 
fourth  exhibition  held  in  London,  Janu- 
ary 18-22. 

Baird  &  Tatlock  Research  and  De- 
velopment (General  Instruments) 
Division,  Higham  Lodge,  Blackhorse 
Lane,  London,  E.17,  have  developed  a 
centrifugal  chromatograph  for  the  high 
speed  processing  of  paper  chromato- 
grams  using  either  paper  discs  or  paper 
strips. 

Baird  &  Tatlock  (London),  Ltd., 
14-17  St.  Cross  Street,  London,  E.C.I, 
exhibited  a  fully  automatic  titrator  for 
process  monitoring  capable  of  a  variety 
of  applications  involving  pre-set  pH 
and  other  potentiometric  end-points. 
An  automatic  proportioning  pipette 
designed  for  the  rapid  repetitive  dis- 
pensing of  aliquot  amounts  of  liquid 
from  one  vessel  into  another,  was  also 
shown.  Another  electrically  operated 
pipette  was  demonstrated  for  use  in 
routine  analysis  where  large  numbers 
of  measured  doses  of  the  same  reagent 
or  diluent  are  required  daily. 

L.  Oertling,  Ltd.,  Cray  Valley 
Works,  St.  Mary  Cray,  Orpington, 
Kent,  showed  a  quartz  fibre  ultra  micro 
balance  designed  to  weigh  loads  of  up 
to  05  gm.  to  an  accuracy  of  01 
microgram. 

Baldwin  Industrial  Controls, 
Dartford,  Kent,  had  on  view  a  flame 
photometer  designed  for  the  fast  deter- 
mination of  calcium  in  blood  sera. 

Edwards  High  Vacuum,  Ltd.,  Manor 
Royal,  Crawley,  Sussex,  demonstrated 


many  of  their  ultra  high  vacuum 
pumping  systems. 

Bellingham  &  Stanley,  Ltd.,  71 
Hornsey  Rise,  London,  N.19,  had  on 
view  a  prototype  development  of  a  re- 
fractometer  currently  produced.  The 
instrument  incorporated  a  simple 
photoelectric  device  to  give  an  audible 
or  visual  warning  should  the  concen- 
tration flowing  through  the  system  vary 
outside  given  limits. 

Electronic  Instruments,  Ltd., 
Lower  Mortlake  Road,  Richmond, 
Surrey,  displayed  a  new  direct  reading 
blood  pH  meter  with  no  controls  show- 
ing other  than  a  large  mirror  scale 
meter  reading  from  6'6  to  80  pn.  By 
using  a  printed  circuit  and  transistors 
the  new  E.I.L.  portable  pH  meter  is 
less  than  half  the  size  of  the  earlier 
model  and  is  powered  by  a  single  dry 
battery.  Two  special  Vibron  ampli- 
fiers   developed    for   use    in  vapour 


phase  chromatographs  were  also 
shown,  as  well  as  a  sulphur  dioxide 
analyser. 

W.  G.  Pye  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Granton 
Works,  Cambridge,  exhibited  a  rotary 
burette,  a  mechanical  device  for  the 
extremely  accurate  dispensing  of  de- 
sired quantities  of  liquid.  The  rotation 
of  a  roller  system  moves  pockets  of 
liquid  through  a  rubber  tube  which  is 
compressed  against  a  shaped  track. 
Accuracy  of  delivery  is  1  in  400  or 
0  025  mil.  An  automatic  titrator  con- 
troller of  new  design  was  demonstrated 
together  with  a  Pye  pH  meter.  The  new 
instrument  features  two  independent 
electronic  relay  circuits  each  of  which 
can  be  set  up  to  operate  at  any  pH 
value,  from  0-10.  The  automatic  titra- 
tor controller  can  be  utilised  in  many 
ways.  For  titrations  one  channel  con- 
trols the  fast  flow  and  the  other  the 
slow  flow;  a  solution  can  be  "  dosed  " 
when  it  is  required  to  bring  the  pH 
value  to  a  desired  point,  or  keep  it  at 
a  desired  point;  control  schemes  can 
be  arranged  for  laboratory,  pilot  plant, 
and  process  applications  using  the  auto- 
titrator  controller  to  regulate  reagent 
additions. 

Among  the  instruments  shown  by 
Evans  Electroselenium,  Ltd.,  Hal- 
stead,  Essex,  was  the  Eel  quantitrator 
to  carry  out  titrations  involving  colour 
change  of  large  sample  volumes.  The 
unit  comprised  a  stabilised  light  source 
and  photocell.  The  beaker  containing 
the  sample  solution  is  continually 
mixed  by  a  magnetic  stirrer  and  the 
optical  density  of  the  solution  indica-

ted  on  an  external  galvanometer.  The 
Eel  recording  flame  photometer  was 
also  demonstrated  and  was  designed  for 
the  continuous  monitoring  of  the 
sodium  concentration  in  pipe  lines, 
etc. 

Burndept,  Ltd.,, West  Street,  Erith, 
Kent,  demonstrated  a  prototype  check 
weigher  designed  primarily  for  use  as 
a  comparator  between  known  and  un- 
known weights.  Its  main  use  was  for 
detection  of  missing  packages  out  of 
boxes  containing  twenty-four  small 
items. 

The  British  Food  Manufacturing 
Industries,  Research  Association, 
Randalls  Road,  Leatherhead,  Surrey, 
exhibits  included  the  FIRA/NIRD  ex- 
truder. The  instrument  forces  the 
material  under  test  through  a  small 
orifice  at  a  constant  speed  and  auto- 
matically records  the  extruding  force. 
The  shape  of  the  trace  gives  an  indi- 


cation of  the  texture  of  the  material.  A 
variety  of  materials  ranging  from  cos- 
metics to  explosives  have  been  exam- 
ined on  the  instrument. 

A  rolling-ball  viscometer  had  been 
set  up  by  the  Coal  Tar  Research 
Association,  Oxford  Road,  Gomersal, 
nr.  Leeds.  In  that  apparatus  the  time 
taken  by  a  steel  ball  to  roll  between 
two  contacts  in  an  inclined  steel  tube 
filled  with  the  test  fluid  was  ascertained 
by  an  electronic  chronometer.  At  low 
roll  speeds  under  laminar  flow  condi- 
tions the  time  of  roll  was  proportional 
to  the  viscosity  of  the  fluid. 


Among  the  items  on  show  by  the 
Hanovia  Lamps  Division,  Bath  Road, 
Chippenham,  Slough,  Bucks,  was  a 
medium  pressure  one  kilowatt  mercury 
vapour  lamp  that  had  been  successfully 
applied  to  the  cross  linking  of  plastic 
materials  and  for  water  sterilisation. 

A.  Gallenkamp  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Sun 
Street,  London,  E.C.2,  had  on  view  a 
compact  photoelectric  colorimeter 
which  gave  a  direct  reading.  It  was 
designed  to  enable  samples  to  be 
measured  speedily  and  accurately. 

An  automatic  film  processor  that 
will  develop,  fix,  wash  and  dry  35  mm. 
film  at  a  speed  of  one  inch  per  second 
was  shown  by  J.  Langham  Thompson, 
Ltd.,  176  High  Road,  Bushey  Heath, 
Herts.  It  had  been  designed  to  form  a 
link     between     a     continuous  feed 
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Photoelectric  colorimeter  (A.  Gallenkamp  &  Co., 
Ltd.). 

camera  recording  traces  on  a  cathode- 
ray  tube  and  a  projector  throwing  a 
continuous  image  on  a  screen. 

The  Locarte  Co.,  24  Emperor's 
Gate,  London,  S.W.7,  showed  an  Auto- 
matic recording  amino  acid  analyser 
which  was  entirely  self-contained, 
accessible  and  mobile. 

Townson  &  Mercer,  Ltd.,  Croydon, 
Surrey,  had  a  humidity  cabinet  on 
view.  It  was  of  glass  fibre  and  resin 
construction  and  was  inert  to  most 
chemical  reactions  and  unaffected  by 
moisture  content.  A  plate  glass  door  en- 
abled the  contents  to  be  seen.  Also 
exhibited  was  a  simple  device  employ- 
ing a  rectangular  lens  to  be  used  as  a 
magnifying  reader  for  thermometers. 
The  special  rubber  moulding  surround- 
ing the  lens  ensured  it  was  at  the  cor- 
rect distance  from  the  thermometer. 

Hilger  &  Watts,  Ltd.,  98  St.  Pan- 


eras  Way,  London,  N.W.I,  exhibited  a 
newly  designed  colour  meter  providing 
direct  readings  of  the  tristimulus  values 
of  the  CLE.  system.  They  also  showed 
a  prototype  process-control  photometer 
developed  for  measuring  continuously 
or  intermittently  optical  characteristics 
of  a  flowing  stream  of  fluid.  The  out- 
put can  be  displayed  on  a  meter,  re- 
corded graphically,  or  converted  into 
digital  form,  and  displayed  visually, 
stored,  or  recorded  by  a  printer,  card 
punch,  or  tape  reperforator. 

An  animated  flow  diagram  of  a  new 
type  of  nitrogen  purification  plant  for 
the  provision  of 
super  purity  nitro- 
gen was  exhibited 
by  A.E.I.,  Birlec, 
Ltd.  It  showed 
how  commercial 
nitrogen  from  any 
source  could  be 
purified  to  meet 
the  stringent  re- 
quirements of  new 
processes  in  the 
electrical,  metal- 
lurgical and  other 
industries  that  re- 
quire considerable 
quantities  of  ex- 
ceedingly pure  ni- 
trogen. In  the 
nitrogen  purifica- 
tion plant  com- 
pressed commercial 
nitrogen,  contain- 
ing free  oxygen,  is 
passed  over  a  bed 
of  heated  activated 
copper  which  removes  the  oxygen  as 
copper  oxide,  the  residual  oxygen  con- 
tent being  in  the  region  of  10-20  parts 
per  million.    At  the  same  time  traces 


of  carbon  monoxide  and  hydrogen  are 
removed.  At  suitable  intervals  the 
activated  copper  mass  is  reduced  with 
hydrogen  and  re-used.

Credentials  of  an  Analgesic 

Sir, — It  is  noted  from  your  advertis- 
ing columns  that  we  have  a  new  anal- 
gesic, Valtorin.  The  new  product  fea- 
tured in  the  advertisement  published  by 
you  appears  on  investigation  of  the 
pack  and  formula  to  be  another  phen- 
acetin  compound  tablet.  That  fact  is 
hardly  obvious  from  the  sales  story:  an 
unfortunate  omission,  confidence  was 
not  increased  when  a  doctor  friend  of 
mine  showed  me  a  copy  of  the  Lancet 
yesterday.  I  would  refer  your  readers 
to  a  paper  on  "  Autoimmune  Haemo- 
lytic  Anaemia  with  Acute  Renal  Fail- 
ure due  to  Phenacetin  and  p-Amino- 
salicylic  Acid "  (January  2).  After 
discussing  cases  which  the  four  doctors 
investigated  they  conclude  "  in  view  of 
the  serious  side  effects  of  phenacetin 
in  certain  individuals  it  would  seem 
justifiable  to  omit  this  drug  from  the 
numerous  analgesic  mixtures  available 
to  the  general  public."  The  constant 
introduction  of  new  products  gives  the 
retail  chemist  many  problems,  but  he 
accepts  these  philosophically  realising 
that  it  is  the  price  to  be  paid  for  an 
advancing  medical  science.  It  would 
appear,  however,  that  this  "  new " 
analgesic  is  dependent  for  its  effective- 
ness on  an  ingredient  older  than  the 
super  salesmen  that  will  sell  it.  This 
is  not  in  itself  bad.  The  ingredient  in 
this  case,  however,  has  been  the  sub- 
ject of  an  adverse  paper  in  one  of  our 
leading  medical  journals  whose  integ- 
rity is  beyond  question.  Have  we  now, 
then,  an  advance  in  medicine  or  a 
fancy  pack  whose  fate  is  to  become 
dead  on  the  shelves  along  with  other 
"  new "  analgesics  of  the  phenacetin 
compound  type?  If  the  latter  be  the 
case  it  may  be  unfortunate  for  us,  but,  it 
would  appear,  to  the  advantage  of  the 
patient.

our  sales  story  been  in  any  way  biassed. 
His  own  letter,  however,  seems  to  indi- 
cate that  he  himself  has  not  viewed 
this  new  product  with  the  impartiality 
which  one  has  learned  to  expect  from 
members  of  the  pharmaceutical  profes- 
sion, for  he  mentions  only  one  aspect 
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of  an  article  in  the  Lancet  which  dealt 
with  the  case  of  one  unfortunate  indi- 
vidual who  exhibited  a  rare  reaction  to 
phenacetin,  and  did  not  mention  that 
that  article  also  stated,  "  Phenacetin 
was  introduced  in  1887  as  an  antipyre- 
tic and  analgesic  agent.  Despite  its 
widespread  clinical  use,  there  are  few 
records  of  side-effects."  Nor  did  he 
refer  to  two  articles  published  in  the 
British  Medical  Journal  of  December 
5,  1959,  and  January  2,  1960,  which  re- 
port clinical  evidence  on  chlorthenoxa- 
zin,  the  main  active  ingredient  of 
Valtorin.  During  the  development  of 
Valtorin  clinical  trials  had  easily 
shown  the  extremely  satisfactory  level 
of  analgesia  obtainable  with  chlorthen- 
oxazin,  but  it  was  subsequently  found 
that  the  addition  of  the  widely  accep- 
ted and  safe  phenacetin  offered  the 
patient  even  greater  relief.  The  only 
advice  that  we  can  tender  to  readers 
of  your  correspondent's  letter  is  also 
to  read  the  articles  referred  to  in  your 
distinguished  contemporary  the  British 
Medical  Journal.'] 

Not  Comparable  . . .  and  Why 

Sir, — We  wish  to  thank  you  for  the 
kind  mention  in  your  columns 
(C.  &  D.,  January  2,  p.  23)  where,  in 
the  feature  heading  "  Notes  on  New 
Medicaments,"  you.  include  a  descrip- 
tion of  our  product  Nebrinal.  While 
we  agree  that  the  description  of  our 
product  is  ample  and  factually  correct, 
we  are  bound  to  feel  that  the  last  sen- 
tence, which  compares  Nebrinal  with 
Seconesin,  carries  a  high  probability  of 
misinterpretation.  Immediately  follow- 
ing the  statement  that  the  action  of  our 
product  "  is  sustained  by  the  use  of  a 
special  cored  tablet "  a  further  state- 
ment points  out  that  "  Seconesin  is 


similar,  but  contains  a  different  barbi- 
turate." We  feel  you  will  agree  that 
the  implication  of  the  comparison  as 
stated  is  that  the  different  barbiturate 
is  the  only  differentiating  feature.  In 
fact,  the  essential  difference  between 
the  products  is  that  Nebrinal  alone  is 
in  timed-release  form.  It  is  upon  this 
sole  advantage,  which  is  obviously  of 
prime  importance,  that  the  whole  of 
our  propaganda  in  relation  to  Nebrinal 
is  based.  Without  the  advantage  of 
timed-release  production  and  hence 
action,  it  would  have  been  quite  point- 
less to  launch  Nebrinal  at  all.  We 
suggest,  with  respect,  that  a  fairer 
comparison  would  be  drawn  between 
the  products  by  a  statement  such  as  for 
example  that  Seconesin  contains  a 
similar  barbiturate,  but  that  Nebrinal 
is  in  timed-release  tablet  form.  As  you 
know,  Nebrinal  is  a  newly-introduced 
ethical,  and  despite  our  every  effort, 
some  pharmacists  may  not  be  stocked. 
In  such  circumstances,  it  is  quite 
likely  that  the  pharmacist  may  'phone 
a  doctor  and  tell  him  as  a  result  of 
seeing  your  note  that  Seconesin  and 
Nebrinal  are  "  similar "  except  as  re- 
gards the  type  of  their  contained  bar- 
biturate.

U.S.  DRUG  PRICE  INQUIRY 

Tranquillisers  next  for  investigation 


RESUMPTION  of  the  inquiry  into  the 
pricing  practices  of  the  United  States 
drug  industry  by  Senator  Kefauver's 
subcommittee  (see  C.  &  D.,  December 
26,  1959,  p.  577),  was  due  to  begin  on 
January  21  and  continue  until  Janu- 
ary 29. 

Officials  of  four  of  the  major  pro- 
ducers of  tranquillisers  are  to  appear 
before  the  committee  to  defend  the 
policies  of  their  companies  both  in  the 
pricing  and  distribution  of  those  drugs. 
Among  the  tranquillisers  to  be  exam- 
ined at  the  public  hearing  are  Miltown, 
Equanil,  Sparine  and  Serpasil;  other 
brands  may  also  be  brought  up  during 
the  investigation. 

Kefauver  Explains  , 

In  a  recent  television  broadcast  the 
senator  said  that  the  hearings  so  far  indi- 
cated a  need  for  remodelling  the  antitrust 
laws,  but  gave  no  information  on  the 
specific  changes  that  might  be  proposed. 
He  said  the  committee  wanted  "to  pro- 
vide some  ways  by  which  doctors  will 
have  more  confidence  in  drugs  being 
offered  "  and  indicated  that  he  did  not 
believe  the  fact  that  drugs  must  meet 
U.S. P.  standards  was  sufficient.  He 
also  believed  that  the  public  wanted 
more  information  from  the  Food  & 
Drug  Administration  on  new  drugs — 
what  they  were,  what  they  were  expec- 


ted to  do  and  what  their  side  effects 
might  be.  He  agreed  that  there  was 
need  for  "  detail "  men  in  the  drug 
industry  to  keep  physicians  advised  on 
new  products,  but  felt  the  industry  had 
gone  too  far  in  that  direction.  "  The 
spending  of  33  per  cent,  of  the  price 
of  a  drug  on  promotional  activities  is 
entirely  too  much,"  he  said. 

Encouragement  for  Small  Firms 

There  should  be  some  way  by  which 
physicians  could  be  encouraged  to  pre- 
scribe the  drugs  that  were  produced  by 
small  manufacturers,  as  well  as  those 
of  the  big  companies  whose  prices 
"  are  unreasonably  high."  He  claimed 
that  the  government  had  confidence  in 
the  small  producers  and  added :  "  We 
want  to  provide  some  way  for  the  doc- 
tors to  have  confidence  in  them,  too." 

Sales  of  tranquillisers  at  the  manu- 
facturers level  were  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  $200  millions  a  year. 

The  total  sum  paid  by  consumers 
was  considerably  greater,  he  concluded.

Illegible  "  prescriptions  seldom  a  problem  to  the  Bureaux 


Sir,  —  In  your  issue  of  January  9 
(p.  38)  you  reproduce  a  prescription 
and  state  that  a  London  chemist  won- 
ders what  he  will  be  paid  for  it.  We  do 
not  know  who  the  chemist  is,  nor  have 
we  seen  the  original,  but,  on  seeing  the 
reproduction,  the  superintendent  of  a 
pricing  bureau  which  deals  with  the 
prescriptions  from  a  large  part  of  Lon- 
don took  it  to  six  general  pricing  clerks 
in  turn.  Each  one  without  the  slightest 
hesitation,  and  with  no  knowledge  of 
what  the  others  had  said,  immediately 
transcribed  it  as  "  Mist  Ferri  et  Ammon 
Cit— 2  Pints."  May  I  add  that,  if  the 
chemist  had  difficulty  in  reading  it, 
why  ever  did  he  not  endorse  on  it  what 
had  been  supplied  ?  It  might  well  have 
been  a  help  to  the  pricing  office.  Pro- 
vided the  doctor's  handwriting  is  illeg- 
ible or  even  difficult  the  pricers  rarely 
quarrel  with  the  chemist's  translation 
though  the  prescription  might,  after 
payment,  be  returned  to  the  contractor 
showing  the  correct  translation  solely 
in  order  to  help  him  if  he  received  a 
similar  prescription  in  future. 

As  an  example,  we  would  not  quarrel 
with  anyone  who  read  the  following  as 
"  Sod.  Sal  Si,  Mist  Nuc  Vom  BX." 


Yet,   from    the   experience    of  hun- 
dreds, nay  thousands,  of  prescriptions 
from  the  doctor  who  wrote  it,  we  know 
that  what  is  intended  is :  — 
Sod.  Sal  3i 
(Mist)  Expect  ad.  §X 
The  doctor  in  question  never  writes 
"  Mist." 

On  the  other  hand,  where  the  pre- 
scription is  clearly  written  and  the 
chemist  by  endorsement  indicates  that 
some  quite  different  preparation  was 
supplied,  we  cannot  accept  the  endorse- 
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ment  unless  the  doctor  has  initialled 
the  alteration.  For  example,  we  cannot 
blindly  accept  the  endorsement  on  the 
prescription  at  the  foot  of  column  one. 
It  may  well  be  that  the  doctor  inti- 
mated to  the  chemist  that  he  had 
changed  his  mind  about  the  treatment, 
but  for  his  own  sake  the  chemist  should 
insist  on  the  doctor's  initialling  the  al- 
teration. 

It  has  been  indicated  that  we  at  the 
pricing  office  had  no  difficulty  in  read- 
ing the  prescription  that  prompted  this 
article.  We  would  go  much  further  and 
say  our  pricing  staff  are  much  more 
expert  than  chemists  at  reading  pre- 
scriptions. That  is  a  bold  statement,  but 
we  are  so  sure  of  it  that  we  invite 
those  chemists  who  can  to  prove  it  for 
themselves.  Let  any  contractor  who  hap- 
pens to  be  within  reasonable  distance 
of  a  pricing  bureau  take  it,  the  next 
time  he  has  difficulty  in  reading  a  pre- 
scription, along  to  the  pricing  bureau — 
any  bureau — and  ask  them  to  read  it. 
The  reasons  are  simple.  First,  any  and 
every  prescription  pricer  sees  as  many 
prescriptions  in  one  day  as  the  average 
chemist  sees  in  one  year,  and  in  twelve 
months  sees  more  prescriptions  than  the 
average  chemist  sees  in  a  lifetime. 
Secondly,  the  prescription  that  gives  the 
chemist  trouble  is  the  odd  one  that  has 
come  from  a  doctor  with  whose  writing 
he  is  unfamiliar.  Placed  as  we  are  we 
see  all  the  prescriptions  written  by 
every  doctor.  There  are  no  strange 
ones!  We  do  not  claim  that  we  are 
never  stumped.  We  believe  we  know  the 
answer  to  the  next  one :  —

However,  we  are  not  certain  about  it 
and  in  the  circumstances  are  referring 
it  back  to  find  out  what  was  actually 
supplied.  If  any  pharmacist,  other  than 
the  one  who  dispensed  it,  is  confident 
that  he  knows  the  answer,  we  shall  be 
happy,  Sir,  through  you,  to  learn 
whether  he  has  reached  the  same  con- 
clusion as  ourselves,  or  even — should 
we  prove  to  be  wrong  ■ —  whether  he 
has  beaten  the  bureau. 

From  time  to  time  serious  efforts  are 
made — with  but  little  success — to  per- 
suade those  doctors  whose  handwriting 
is  difficult  to  mend  their  ways.  One  pre- 
scribe^ realising  his  shortcomings  as  a 
calligrapher,  switched  to  using  a  type- 
writer, with  the  following  result:  —

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BRANCH  REPRESENTATIVES'  MOTIONS 

Concern  over  C.N.S.  drugs  reflected  in  heavy  agenda 


THE  following  motions  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
for  discussion  at  the  Branch  Represen- 
tatives' meeting  to  be  held  in  London 
on  May  19.  Proposed  amendments 
should  reach  the  Society  not  later  than 
February  20. 

It  is  proposed  to  hold  a  ballot  for  the 
order  in  which  motions  are  to  be  placed 
on  the  agenda  to  be  held  before  the 
meeting. 

Two  resolutions  submitted  by  Read- 
ing Branch  were  accepted  too  late  for 
inclusion  on  this  page.  They  will  be 
given  later. 

Anglesey,  North  Carnarvonshire  and 
Colwyn  Bay 

That  drugs  which  produce  addiction 
should  not  be  sold  indiscriminately  to 
the  public  and,  until  the  sale  is  restric- 
ted by  law,  it  is  impracticable  to  com- 
ply with  the  suggestions  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  Neither  is  it  in  the 
interests  of  the  public  to  divert  sales 
into  other  channels. 

Birmingham 

That  all  manufacturers  and  suppliers 
of  drugs  should  print  metric  and  im- 
perial doses  on  their  labels  together 
with  the  Poisons  Schedule  where  rele- 
vant. 

Blackpool 

1.  That  there  is  an  immediate  need 
for  the  Council  to  press  for  the  statu- 
tory control  of  drugs  affecting  the  cen- 
tral nervous  system. 

2.  That  the  regulations  governing 
the  sale  of  Part  II  poisons  should  be 
amended,  either  to  restrict  the  sale  en- 
tirely to  pharmacists  or  to  put  them  in 
a  similar  position  to  listed  sellers  by 
permitting  unqualified  persons  appoin- 
ted by  pharmacists  as  deputies  to  effect 
the  sales  of  such  poisons  without  super- 
vision. 

Cardiff 

That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  initiate  an  Associateship  of  the 
Society  to  which  graduates  in  pharmacy, 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Society 
would  be  admitted.  Associateship 
would  not  be  a  statutory  qualification. 

Colchester 

1.  That  steps  should  be  taken  to  per- 
mit Branch  membership  to  all  retired 
pharmacists  irrespective  of  whether 
their  names  are  retained  in  the  Regis- 
ter of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 

2.  That  the  central-nervous-system 
drugs  should  be  placed  on  the  appro- 
priate schedule  without  delay. 

Harrow 

That  the  Society  should  press  for 
legislation  to  the  effect  that  no  new 
substance  introduced  for  medical  treat- 
ment should  be  supplied  to  the  public 
except  on  a  doctor's  prescription,  until 
such  time  as  it  has  been  shown  by  con- 
trolled clinical  trials  to  be  free  from 
liability  to  produce  addiction  or  de- 
pendence. 

Isle  of  Wight 

That  the  policy  of  the  Council  in 
advising  members  not  to  supply,  ex- 


cept on  prescription,  preparations  which 
stimulate  or  depress  the  central  nervous 
system,  is  to  be  commended,  and  that 
professional  responsibility  would  be  in- 
creased by  the  placing  of  those  sub- 
stances in  Schedule  1  of  the  Poisons 
Rules. 

Leeds 

1.  That  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  not  issue  direc- 
tives to  its  members  on  the  sale  of 
C.N.S.  drugs  or  other  preparations,  un- 
til it  is  fully  satisfied  that  all  other 
non-professional  outlets  of  sale  have 
been  effectively  closed. 

2.  That  the  code  of  ethics  should 
define  the  relationship  between  the 
medical  practitioner  and  the  pharma- 
cist, with  particular  reference  to  the  use 
of  joint  premises.  Furthermore  such  in- 
formation should  be  made  available  to 
Executive  Councils. 

3.  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal 
should  not  accept  advertisements  from 
firms  which  (i)  do  not  guarantee  price 
protection,  (ii)  advertise  the  sale  of 
medicinal  products  through  channels 
other  than  pharmacy,  (iii)  advertise 
their  products  in  a  manner  which  can- 
not be  substantiated  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Council. 

Leicester  and  Leicestershire 

That  the  Council  of  the  Society 
should  consider  the  appointment  of 
public  relations  consultants  to  work 
with  the  Publicity  Committee,  and  that 
a  publicity  campaign  should  be  started 
as  soon  as  possible  (a)  to  influence 
public  opinion  concerning  the  place  of 
the  pharmacist  in  the  National  Health 
Service,  and  (b)  to  educate  the  public 
to  regard  the  retail  pharmacist  as  the 
only  safe  and  qualified  source  of  all 
their  medicinal  requirements. 

Northampton 

That  representation  on  the  Council 
should  be  revised,  with  a  view  to  voca- 
tional representation,  similar  in  princi- 
ple to  that  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees of  the  National  Health  Service. 

Northern  Scottish 

That  (a)  biographies  and  statements 
of  policy,  unrestricted  in  length,  of 
candidates  seeking  election  to  Council 
should  be  issued  with  the  voting  papers, 
(b)  voting  papers  should  be  returned 
in  business-reply  envelopes  issued  by 
the  Society. 

North  Staffordshire 

1.  That  the  manufacture  and  distri- 
bution of  medicines  containing  poisons, 
whether  for  human  or  animal  con- 
sumption, should  be  under  the  control 
at  all  stages  of  a  pharmacist  or  a  mem- 
ber of  another  professional  body,  and 
furthermore  a  register  of  authorised 
wholesalers  should  be  compiled. 

2.  That  the  Council  should  not  issue 
any  directive  to  the  members  unless 
they  are  prepared  to  take  active  steps 
to  secure  its  enforcement  through  the 
Statutory  Committee. 

3.  That  in  view  of  the  spate  of  new 
drugs  and  preparations,  and  the  tardi- 
ness of  the  Poisons  Board  in  classify- 


ing and  scheduling  them,  all  such  drugs 
and  preparations  should  be  placed  in 
a  new  schedule  which  would  restrict 
their  supply  to  prescriptions  only  pend- 
ing a  decision  by  the  Board. 

Portsmouth 

1.  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  endeavour  to  terminate  the  pre- 
sent intolerable  position  in  relation  to 
the  C.N.S.  drugs  by  pressing  the  Poi- 
sons Board  to  include  all  those  sub- 
stances in  the  Poisons  List;  then,  if  a 
refusal  is  forthcoming,  the  present  ban 
on  the  sale  by  pharmacists  should  be 
lifted. 

2.  That  in  order  to  combat  apathy 
of  members  in  the  election  of  their 
Council,  fuller  reports  of  their  meet- 
ings should  be  published  in  the  Phar- 
maceutical Journal,  including  the  way 
in  which  individual  members  of  Coun- 
cil voted. 

3.  I  hat  the  Society  should  continue 
to  press  for  complete  abolition  of  pur- 
chase tax  on  medicines. 

Sheffield 

1.  That  in  order  to  perpetuate  the 
best  of  traditional  pharmacy,  "  Hints  to 
Apprentice  Masters  "  should  be  brought 
up  to  date  in  accordance  with  the  pre- 
sent regulations  governing  practical 
training,  and  should  be  made  available 
without  delay. 

2.  That  the  Council's  report  on  gen- 
eral practice  is  long  overdue,  and 
should  have  immediate  publication  for 
consideration  and  comment  by  the 
Branches. 

3.  That  the  promise  made  at  the 
Society's  annual  meeting  in  1958,  that 
details  of  section  K.  in  the  pre-quali- 
fication  syllabus  would  be  published  in 
the  near  future,  should  be  kept  without 
delay,  and  that  the  considered  opinions 
of  Branches  on  those  details  should  be 
given  every  consideration  by  the  Coun- 
cil. 

Shropshire  and  Montgomeryshire 

That  C.N.S.  drugs  should  be  sche- 
duled as  Part  I  poisons. 

Swansea  and  West  Glamorgan 

That  the  Council  of  the  Society 
should  press  for  immediate  action  to  be 
taken  to  bring  under  statutory  control 
the  C.N.S.  drugs  listed  in  their  recently 
published  statement. 

Tees-Side 

That  the  Council  should  investigate 
the  distribution  of  retail  pharmacies, 
with  a  view  to  control. 
West  Hertfordshire 

1.  That  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  use  all  its  influ- 
ence to  improve  the  standards  of  ad- 
vertising of  medicines  to  the  general 
public  in  order  to  eliminate  exaggerated 
claims.

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Blankets  as  a  Hide-out  of  Infection 

The  problem  of  cross  infection  in  hospitals  is  being 
attacked  in  many  ways  — one  might  say  both  thera- 
peutically and  prophylactically. 

The  latest  attack  by  Lord  Cunliffe's  Committee  of 
the  Central  Health  Services  Council  has  been  from  a 
new  direction  via  the  hospital  laundry. 

The  report  by  the  Committee  on  Hospital  Laundry 
arrangements  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  Is.  3d.), 
published  recently,  reflects  the  considerable  concern 
that  has  been  felt  in  many  hospitals  about  the  dangers 
of  cross  infection.  It  declares  that  epidemics  of  staphylo- 
coccal infection  occur  with  disconcerting  frequency, 
but  that  all  hospitals,  whether  they  have  suffered  in  that 
way  or  not,  have  been  anxious  to  take  whatever  mea- 
sures appeared  likely  to  diminish  the  risk  of  infection. 
Apart  from  blankets,  which  provided  evidence  of  con- 
siderable potentiality  for  infection,  the  Committee  had 
not  received  any  precise  evidence,  except  in  the  single 
instance  of  a  smallpox  epidemic  at  Brighton,  that  the 
handling  of  soiled  or  even  fouled  linen  had  given  rise 
to  cross  infection  in  hospitals.  Inquiries  whether  the 
incidence  of  sickness  among  ward  or  laundry  staffs 
handling  the  linen  was  greater  than  among  other  staffs 
had  failed  to  produce  any  evidence.  But  that  negative 
result  may  be  due,  in  part  at  least,  to  the  lack  of 
detailed  records  that  would  reveal  such  a  tendency. 

The  Committee  noted  that  in  many  hospitals  there 
was  an  indifference  to  the  regular  cleaning  of  blankets. 
That  attitude  was  no  doubt  due  in  part  to  the  fact 
that  blankets  are  normally  covered  by  a  sheet  or 
counterpane,  and  do  not  appear  to  soil  as  readily  as 
sheets.  But  it  probably  derived  in  larger  measure  from 
the  difficulty  of  making  blankets  clean  or  sterile  with- 
out seriously  damaging  their  quality.  The  report  states 
that  more  interest  needs  to  be  taken  in  the  part  the 
woollen  blanket  plays  in  the  problem  of  cross  infection, 
and  urges  that  more  controlled  and  systematic  tests 
should  be  undertaken  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  risk. 

The  work  done  by  manufacturers  to  produce  dis- 
infectant agents  should,  the  Committee  considers,  be 
tested  with  some  degree  of  priority  and  the  results  pub- 
lished, so  that  hospitals  may  benefit  as  early  as  possible 
from  new  advances. 

That  statement  by  the  Cunliffe  Committee  reinforces 
the  plea  that  underlined  our  comment  (C.  &  D.,  October 
24,  1959,  p.  349)  after  Dr.  A.  M.  Cook  had  addressed 
an  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It 
was  there  indicated  that  there  was  a  need  for  an  evalu- 
ation of  the  usefulness  of  disinfectants  and  antiseptics, 
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though  it  was  admitted  that  considerable  ingenuity 
might  be  called  for  in  devising  tests  to  establish  the 
range  of  uses  and  applications  of  many  antibacterial 
preparations  at  home  and  in  the  hospital.  The  need  is 
unquestionably  there— not  only  to  provide  comparative 
scientific  information  but  to  help  solve  basic  practical 
problems  such  as  the  sterilisation  of  hospital  blankets 
and  linen.  Undoubtedly  an  extensive  business  is  trans- 
acted in  that  type  of  preparation,  and  the  industry  may 
fairly  be  expected  by  the  consumer — technical  or  other- 
wise— to  provide  the  answers,  so  far  as  they  can.  The 
question  is  one  that  might  also  be  taken  up  by  phar- 
maceutical research  workers. 

Stability  of  Prices 

Replying  to  the  suggestion  made  a  month  ago  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  that  British  manufacturers 
should  consider  reducing  their  prices  or  at  least  peg 
them  in  order  to  avoid  a  renewal  of  inflation,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Federation  of  British  Industries  (Mr.  W.  H. 
McFadzean)  points  out  that  all  sections  of  industry 
and  commerce — nationalised  industries,  private  manu- 
facturing industry,  distributors  and  trade  unions — have, 
together  with  the  Government,  a  responsibility  for,  and 
should  each  make  an  effective  contribution  towards, 
stability  of  prices.  The  principle  should  be  accepted  by 
all  concerned  that  the  fruits  of  higher  productivity 
can  be  shared  when  they  are  achieved  and  not  before. 
He  rightly  emphasises  that  manufactured  goods  account 
for  a  part  only  of  the  index  of  retail  prices  and  that 
manufacturers'  costs  are  not  wholly  within  their  own 
control,  and  the  proportion  that  they  can  control  varies 
greatly  between  different  companies. 

Mr.  McFadzean's  final  point  was  one  that  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers  have  advanced  many  times  to 
the  critics  of  drug  costs,  that  whatever  views  may  be 
held  as  to  the  relative  proportions  of  outside  and  re- 
tained capital  which  should  be  invested  in  an  expanding 
business,  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  products 
must  be  reserved  for  research  and  development  of 
techniques  and  markets  at  home  and  abroad.  Unless 
some  part  of  the  margin  between  costs  and  selling 
prices  is  ploughed  back  into  a  company,  improvement  of 
its  business  and  growth  of  the  country's  prosperity  must 
be  retarded. 

Competition,  whether  in  price,  quality  or  service,  is 
in  most  cases  the  greatest  single  factor  that  companies 
have  to  take  into  account ;  and  it  will  become  even 
more  intense  as  discrimination  against  dollar  and  other 
supplies  is  progressively  eliminated  and  as  the  Euro- 
pean Free  Trade  Association  comes  into  operation. 

Coinciding  with  the  Government's  publicity  for  in- 
dustry to  lower  prices,  manufacturers  received  (as  we 
did  ourselves)  notification  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office 
that  the  annual  rate  for  receiving  notices  of  Customs 
Tariff  changes  was  being  increased  by  100  per  cent. 
Equally  untimely  was  a  notice  received  from  the  Export 
Services  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  which  gave 
notice  that  £10  10s.  would  be  required  for  a  certain 
service  which  had  been  provided  free  in  the  past  to  the 
trade  Press.  The  Press,  by  giving  publicity  free  of  charge 
to  the  Board's  announcements,  have  performed  a  useful 
service  to  the  British  exporter.  It  is  a  pity  that  whoever 
was  responsible  for  increasing  the  cost  of  those  services 
by  such  large  proportions  had  not  collaborated  with  the 
Chancellor.  He  might  then  have  said  "  We  must  practise 
what  we  preach." 
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WILLIAM  CULLEN  (1710-90) 


TWO  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  the  factor  of  the 
estate  of  the  Duke  of  Hamilton,  at  Hamilton,  Lanarks, 
became  the  proud  father  of  a  son  to  whom  he  gave  the 
name  William,  and  it  would  have  been  matter  of  even 
more  pride  to  him  if  he  could  have  foreseen  that  the  new 
arrival  would  be  remembered  in  1960.  There  have  been 
many  great  names  in  the  annals  of  medicine,  and  William 
Cullen  takes  his  place  with  distinction  among  such  as 
James  Gregory,  William  Hunter,  Alexander  Munro  and 
Joseph  Black. 

After  early  education  at  the  grammar  school  of  his 
native  town,  Cullen  proceeded  to  Glasgow  University, 
there  to  undergo  a  course  in  classics  before  serving  an  ap- 
prenticeship to  a  surgeon  in  that  city.  He  broadened  his 
outlook  and  his  experience  by  voyaging  as  a  ship's  surgeon 
for  two  years,  thereafter  acquiring  further  knowledge  and 
dexterity  in  the  employ  of  an  apothecary  in  Henrietta 
Street,  London.  On  his  return  to  Scotland  he  practised  in 
the  town  of  Shotts  for  some  months,  but  Cullen  had  ambi- 
tions that  would  have  remained  unsatisfied  had  he  settled 
there  permanently.  He  was  attracted  to  Edinburgh  because 
of  the  rising  reputation  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  the 
university  there,  and  he  became  a  student  in  1734 — eight 
years  after  a  brilliant  and  determined  set  of  professors  had 
set  out  to  make  their  school  a  rival  to  the  establishments  at 
Leyden  and  Rheims. 

Cullen's  enthusiasm  found  an  outlet  in  a  students'  debat- 
ing club  out  of  which  grew  the  still-flourishing  Royal 
Medical  Society.  He  was  perhaps  fortunate  (although  de- 
serving) in  being  asked  to  become  physician  to  the  Duke 
and  Duchess  of  Hamilton  when  he  left  Edinburgh,  for 
their  patronage  set  the  seal  on  his  rising  reputation.  He 


took  an  apprentice,  and  thus  early  in  his  career  gave  evi- 
dence of  his  ability  as  a  teacher.  The  pupil  had  good 
material  in  him,  for  the  youth  was  none  other  than  William 
Hunter,  destined  to  rival,  if  not  to  surpass,  the  master. 

Ambition  and  keenness  drove  Cullen  onwards,  and  he 
became  M.D.  of  Glasgow  University  in  1740,  returning  to 
that  seat  of  learning  to  lecture  in  chemistry  and  medicine. 
Again  the  sowing  of  the  master  proved  fertile,  for  it  was 
under  Cullen's  tutelage  in  Glasgow  that  Joseph  Black,  after 
qualifying  in  medicine,  turned  his  attention  to  chemistry, 
with  great  distinction. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  sister  university  of  Edinburgh,  age 
was  beginning  to  lay  its  hand  on  the  founders  of  the 
Medical  Faculty,  and  in  1755  Cullen  became  joint  profes- 
sor in  chemistry  with  Andrew  Plummer,  whose  name  will 
be  remembered  by  older  pharmacists  in  connection  with  a 
pill  that  bore  his  name.  Within  a  few  months  Plummer 
died,  and  Cullen  ruled  in  his  stead.  Despite  his  brilliance 
in  chemistry,  Cullen  still  had  a  desire  to  teach  medicine, 
and  in  1766  became  professor  of  physiology,  then  known 
as  the  "  Institutes  of  Medicine,"  in  the  same  university. 
His  lectures  were  a  model  of  clarity,  and  his  "  Lectures 
upon  Pharmacy" — from  which  it  is  proposed  to  publish 
extracts  at  monthly  intervals  during  this  year  of  important 
anniversary— are  of  interest  to  all  today.  The  lectures  may 
seem  quaint  in  the  light  of  modern  pharmaceutical  re- 
search, but  they  will  reveal  to  an  older  generation  of 
pharmacists  that  they  themselves  are  the  last  of  a  race,  for 
those  who  qualified  thirty  or  forty  years  ago  were  nearer 
to  Cullen  than  to  Fleming  in  their  pharmaceutical  practice. 
The  extracts,  the  first  of  which  appears  on  p.  95.  are  from 
a  manuscript  volume  of  his  lectures.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 


In  antitussive  therapy  there  is  the  temptation  to  propose 
replacement  of  codeine  by  similar  doses  of  narcotine  (nes- 
carpine)  since  the  latter  does  not  cause  addiction  and  has  a 
more  powerful  action  against  cough,  according  to  La  Barre 
and  Plisnier  (Bulletin  on  Narcotics,  XI,  3)  in  a  paper  "  An 
Experimental  Study  Relating  to  the  Antitussive  Properties  of 
Narcotine  Hydrochloride."  The  authors  refer  to  a  marked  in- 
crease in  the  consumption  of  codeine  that  has  been  observed 
during  recent  years,  and  add  "  the  mania  for  codeine  is 
increasing  .  .  .  which  the  present  laws  and  regulations  gov- 
erning pharmacies  cannot  check.  The  question  arises,  there- 
fore, whether  the  competent  international  commissions  may 
not  find  it  necessary  to  consider  putting  all  the  preparations 
with  a  codeine  base  on  medical  prescription  in  the  near 
future."  In  another  article  on  the  problems  arising  from 
addiction  to  barbiturates  in  Oslo  the  information  is  given 
that,  of  3,750  patients,  sixty-three  were  drug  addicts,  sixty 
of  them  to  barbiturates  alone  or  to  barbiturates  in  conjunc- 
tion with  other  narcotic  drugs.

In  a  letter  published  in  the  Lancet  (January  16,  p.  169),  Mr. 
H.  Noble  (secretary  of  the  Central  National  Health  Service 
(Chemist-Contractors)  Committee)  comments  upon  a  paper 
published  by  Drs.  H.  Miller  and  M.  Smith  in  that  weekly's 
January  2  issue  on  the  subject  "  The  Cost  of  Drug  Treat- 
ment." Mr.  Noble  pays  tribute  to  the  two  authors  for  their 
objective  report,  but  adds,  "  There  are  .  .  .  features  of  the 
article  to  which  .  .  .  further  attention  should  be  drawn,  par- 
ticularly as  those  features  have  led  to  quotation  (or  mis- 
quotation) in  the  Daily  Express."  Mr.  Noble  refers  to  a 
passage  in  the  original  Lancet  article  which  states,  "  Indeed 
the  system  has  some  curious  results.  The  '  basic  cost '  of 
half  a  grain  of  phenobarbitone  three  times  a  day  for  a 
week  is  a  penny.  The  '  oncost '  raises  that  sum  to  Hd., 


and  the  container  allowance  to  2|d.  A  dispensing  charge  of 
Is.  2d.  recompenses  the  pharmacist  for  the  professional 
skill  involved  in  dispensing  the  prescription.  The  total  cost 
of  the  pennyworth  of  phenobarbitone  is  therefore  raised  by 
more  than  1,600  per  cent,  to  Is.  4Jd."  Mr.  Noble's  letter 
points  out  that  the  author  "  would  be  just  as  accurate  but 
just  as  unfair  if  he  were  to  contend  that  for  each  patient 
a  medical  practitioner  has  on  his  list  but  who  requires  no 
attendance  or  other  service  during  the  year  the  medical 
practitioner  makes  an  '  astronomical '  percentage  profit." 
Later  in  his  letter  Mr.  Noble  also  takes  Drs.  Millar  and 
Smith  to  task  for  a  quoted  dispensing  fee  of  4s.,  implying 
that  the  minimum  dispensing  fee  of  Is.  2d.  is  not  usual. 
"  The  national  average  dispensing  fee,  ...  is  Is.  2-8d.,"  an 
amount  conceded  by  the  Ministry  after  exhaustive  investi- 
gations of  pharmacists'  costs,  not  allowing  for  rises  in  sal- 
aries and  overheads  since  1956.  Lastly,  in  reply  to  the  Lan- 
cet authors'  statement  that  "rather  more  than  three-quar- 
ters of  all  National  Health  Service  prescriptions  are  for 
tablets,"  for  which,  they  say,  the  "  dispensing  does  not  call 
for  any  high  degree  of  professional  skill,"  Mr.  Noble  quotes 
the  Health  Minister's  expressed  acknowledgement  that  the 
role  of  the  pharmacist  in  handling  those  products  is  vital 
and  that  it  has  led  to  an  increase  in  the  severity  of  educa- 
tional standards  for  entry  and  qualification  in  pharmacy.

The  national  policy  of  encouraging  more  students  to  take

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The  Industry  and  the  Community 

A  consideration  of  the  principles  that  should  govern  a  proper  accom- 
.  modation  between  the  industry  on  the  one  hand  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  prescribers,  pharmacists  and  the  public  on  the  other.

A CHALLENGE  facing  the  country  today  is  the  prob- 
lem of  establishing  a  constructive  co-existence  between 
a  State-administered,  State-subsidised  medical  service 
and  an  essentially  free-enterprise  industry.  For  the  industry 
the  problem  is  how  to  maintain  its  historical  record  of  scien- 
tific achievement  in  support  of  medical  progress — a  record 
that  has  stemmed  from  a  healthy  and  properly  applied  profit 
motive. 

What  that  means,  and  what  responsibilities  it  imposes,  it  is 
in  the  interests  of  the  industry,  the  State  and  the  medical 
profession  to  study  and  understand.  To  see  the  matter  in 
perspective  it  is  necessary  to  look  at  the  costs  of  various 
welfare  services  involving  payments  from  public  funds. 
Current-account  expenditure  on  social  services  by  public 
authorities  for  the  year  1959  was  expected  to  reach  a  total 
of  £3,060  millions.  That  expenditure  covers,  in  addition  to 
N.H.S.,  national  assistance,  family  allowances,  nutrition, 
health,  housing  and  certain  other  items.  The  share  of  the 
National  Health  Service  itself  was  estimated  at  £697  mil- 
lions, or  22  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Of  that  sum  the  drug  bill 
accounts  for  10  per  cent.  Charges  of  that  magnitude  impose, 
of  course,  a  substantial  burden  not  only  on  the  Exchequer, 
but  also  on  the  national  economy  in  general. 

The  average  increase  in  cost  of  the  various  welfare  ser- 
vices during  the  past  three  years  is  estimated  at  23  per  cent., 
and  in  the  Health  Service  in  the  same  period  at  14  per  cent. 
The  estimated  increase  in  the  total  drug  bill  is  in  the  region 
of  20  per  cent.  The  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  has 
shown  some  reduction  over  the  three-year  period,  but  the 
average  total  cost  per  prescription  has  risen  about  35  per 
cent. — from  4s.  9d.  to  6s.  5d.  The  proportion  of  total  in- 
gredient cost  accounted  for  by  proprietary  preparations  has 
grown  from  about  67  per  cent,  to  75  per  cent,  in  the  period. 

Need  for  Control:  Causes  of  Contention 

Those  inevitably  rising  trends  must  obviously  be  held 
under  close  and  constant  review,  and  the  necessity  to  con- 
trol a  rising  £70  millions  drug  bill  has  sometimes  led  to  con- 
tentions between  the  State,  the  pharmaceutical  manufacturer, 
pharmacist,  physician  and  patient.  Such  contentions  are  a 
natural  evolutionary  process  in  bringing  such  an  under- 
taking as  an  effective  national  health  service  under  economic 
control,  while  maintaining  its  efficiency  and  safeguarding 
the  freedoms  of  those  involved  in  its  medical  provisions. 
That  the  National  Health  Service  is  successful  is  evidenced 
not  least  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  but  those  demands 
pose  their  own  problems. 

Attempts  by  the  State  at  controlling  the  rising  drug  bill 
have  included :  — 

1.  Categorising  proprietary  preparations  in  a  descend- 
ing order  of  recommended  priority  for  eligible  prescrip- 
tion. 

2.  Instituting  local  tribunals  where  physicians  may  be 
called  upon  to  justify  "  extravagant  "  or  "  excessive  "  pre- 
scribing. 

3.  Imposing  a  prescription  charge  as  a  deterrent  to 
patients  who  might  otherwise  abuse  the  Service. 

Those  measures  have  been  described  elsewhere  as  "  make- 
shift." They  have  had  some  restraining  effect,  but  under- 


lying them  is  criticism  of  the  manufacturer  of  proprietary 
pharmaceuticals,  and  the  suggestion  that  higher  drug  prices 
proceed  from  the  transition,  within  the  ten-year  period  of 
the  Health  Service,  from  the  extemporaneously  prepared  to 
the  manufactured  speciality  products.  In  that  period  proprie- 
tary preparations  have  moved  from  the  small  minority  to  a 
majority  of  prescriptions  dispensed.  Why  has  that  shift 
occurred  and  to  what  extent  is  it  responsible  for  increasing 
the  drug  bill  ?  Has  it  resulted  from  pressure  of  sales  promo- 
tion from  manufacturers  seizing  upon  an  expanded  drug 
market  to  present  more  expensive  and  "  elegant "  versions 
of  formulary  drugs  and  mixtures?  Or  is  it  due  to  unprece- 
dented advances  in  medical  science  over  the  past  decade, 
advances  to  which  the  research  facilities  and  achievements 
of  the  pharmaceutical  manufacturer  have  made  major  con- 
tributions ? 

Recognition  of  the  need  to  make  increasing  provision  for 
public  health,  hospitalisation  and  medical  care  has  brought 
about  striking  increases  in  the  number  of  patients  presenting 
themselves  for  treatment.  Diagnosis  and  treatment,  once  the 
prerogative  of  those  able  to  pay  for  them,  are  now  available 
to  all.  Social  education  has  encouraged  visits  to  the  doctor's 
surgery,  and  great  advances  have  been  made  in  the  reduc- 
tion of  disease  and  mortality  as  a  result.  Milder  conditions 
are  prevented  from  progressing  to  serious  by  better  treat- 
ment and  better  medication. 

Drug  Costs  and  Prescribing  Costs 

The  inevitable  cost  of  modern  complex  life-saving  drugs 
has  had  its  impact  on  prescribing  costs.  The  corticosteroids 
and  antibiotics  are  estimated,  alone,  to  account  for  30  per 
cent,  of  the  total  ingredient  costs  of  current  prescriptions. 
Advances  of  that  kind,  however,  involve  not  only  research 
knowledge  but  facilities  for  large-scale  repetitive  uniformity 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  dispensing  craftsman.  An  illustra- 
tion is  that  British  scientists  discovered  penicillin  in  the  early 
1940's  only  to  find  that  local  facilities  for  its  large-scale  pro- 
duction were  inadequate.  Work  on  its  therapeutic  potenti- 
alities was  transferred  to  the  United  States,  with  resultant 
stimulus  to  American  commercial  pharmaceutical  research 
and  development,  since  followed  by  other  countries  includ- 
ing Britain.  Development  resources  built  up  increasingly  by 
the  British  pharmaceutical  industry  have  been  supported  by 
considerable  reinvestment  of  profits  to  provide  research 
knowledge  not  otherwise  available.  Commercial  investment 
in  medico-pharmaceutical  research  in  Britain  is  currently 
calculated  at  £4  millions  a  year.  Though  growing,  that  sum  is 
still  little  more  than  half  the  commercial  investment  on 
research  by  the  Swiss,  and  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  spent  by  the  American  pharmaceutical  industry. 

Official  reference  has  been  made  to  "  standard  equiva- 
lents "  of  proprietary  preparations,  and  cost  comparisons 
have  been  drawn  in  support  of  recommendations  against 
prescribing  the  proprietary  wherever  a  "  standard  "  equiva- 
lent existed.  So  sweeping  a  categorisation  has  been  one 
cause  of  the  present  widely  held  attitude  to  "  high-price  " 
specialities,  yet  some  standard  drugs  have  been  shown  to  be 
less  effective  than  their  proprietary  "  equivalents." 

Similarly,  criticism  has  been  levelled  at  the  proprietary 
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drug  in  novel  form  as  a  luxurious  and  unnecessary  addition 
to  the  cost  of  prescribing.  Yet  the  vehicle  sometimes  deter- 
mines the  therapeutic  efficacy  of  the  active  agent  and  hence 
brings  about  a  therapeutic  economy  and  therefore  a  true 
saving. 

Apart  from  protecting  his  brand  name  by  trade-mark 
registration,  the  originating  manufacturer  must  seek  to 
patent  his  product  development,  and  that  is  sometimes  mis- 
construed as  a  measure  to  secure  commercial  monopoly. 
More  truly  it  is  to  protect  the  research  investment  preceding 
its  release.  Without  such  protection  a  less  scrupulous  manu- 
facturer of  standard  drugs  and  compounds  can  copy  at  a 
cost  free  of  the  research  and  development  expense.  Where 
the  complex  requirements  of  patent  law  do  not  afford  pro- 
tection, copies  do  sometimes  appear — and  at  a  lower  cost 
than  the  original.  The  prescriber  may  be  tempted  to  switch 
to  them,  but  he  should  be  made  aware  that  special  tech- 
niques and  controls  of  the  originator,  not  revealed  by  the 
formula  or  analysis,  are  unlikely  to  be  duplicated  by  the 
copyist,  who  thus  usually  and  most  inevitably  produces  a 
product  of  inferior  therapeutic  value. 

An  anomaly  affecting  the  price  of  proprietary  pharmaceu- 
ticals, and  hence  the  national  drug  bill,  is  purchase  tax.  The 
conditions  under  which  proprietary  drugs  attract  tax  often 
favour  time-worn  ingredients  and  compounds  and  restrict 
newer  elements.  It  becomes  a  hidden  charge  on  the  drug 
bill  when  it  tends  to  encourage  substitute  formulas  to  avoid 
tax.  If  that  happens  the  patient  is  denied  a  newer,  often 
more  effective  product  and  the  State  is  deprived  of  a  thera- 
peutic economy.  So  far  as  the  Health  Service  is  concerned, 
the  tax  is  in  any  event  virtually  transferred  from  one  Ex- 
chequer pocket  to  another,  so  it  is  time  that  situation  was 
examined. 

Limited  Field  for  Economies 

Successive  committees  examining  possible  ways  of  reduc- 
ing the  drug  bill  without  lessening  the  efficiency  of  the 
Health  Service  have  acknowledged  the  limited  area  for 
general  cost  reduction,  excepting  for  safeguards  against  the 
inevitable  minority  of  offenders.  That  controls  are  necessary 
and  desirable  is  accepted  by  all  manufacturers  of  integrity. 
That  they  may  be  improved  upon  should  be  equally  ac- 
cepted. Improvement  can  only  be  brought  about  bv  closer 
collaboration  between  the  State,  the  medical  profession  and 
the  industry. 

Some  pointers  to  the  collaboration  needed,  and  the  oppor- 
tunities open,  can  be  discerned  in  the  report  of  the  Hinch- 
liffe  Committee  on  the  Cost  of  Prescribing.  (Final  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Prescribing  Costs.  H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
1959,  price  6s.).  Generally  the  Committee  found:  — 

(i)  No  evidence  of  widespread  extravagance  in  prescrib- 
ing. 

(ii)  That  the  rate  of  increase  of  pharmaceutical  service 
cost  was  less  than  for  most  other  branches  of  the 
National  Health  Service. 

(iii)  That  the  main  factors  influencing  the  cost  of  pre- 
scriptions were  the  coincidental  introduction  of  a 
free  Health  Service  and  the  discovery  of  valuable 

,        but  expensive  drugs. 

(iv)  That  the  community  derives  tremendous  benefits 
from  the  pharmaceutical  service,  financial  as  well  as 
in  relief  of  suffering  and  saving  of  life.  That  the 
use  of  new  drugs  has  made  a  valuable  contribution 
in  the  treatment  of  diseases,  relieving  the  pressure 
on  hospital  accommodation;  and  that  the  Minister  of 
Health  should  find  ways  and  means  of  publicising 
those  facts. 

(v)  That  the  amount  by  which  the  drug  bill  is  inflated  by 
purchase  tax  on  proprietary  preparations  should  be 
noted  and  publicised  every  year. 

With  regard  to  the  cost  of  prescribing,  the  Committee 
recommended  that:  — 

(i)    All  medical  schools  should  take  an  interest  in  econ- 
omy of  prescribing. 
iii)    That  there  is  a  need  for  post-graduate  instruction  of 


general  practitioners  in  pharmacology  and  therapeu- 
tics; that  the  average  practitioner  is  unable  to  judge 
the  validity  of  the  makers'  claims  for  the  many  new 
drugs  now  produced. 

(iii)  That  refresher  courses  should  include  instruction 
about  advances  in  practical  therapeutics  and  the 
merits  and  demerits  of  new  drugs  and  some  indica- 
tion of  costs. 

(iv)  That  medical  schools  should  put  special  emphasis 
on  problems  of  prescribing. 

(v)    That  any  scheme  to  limit  the  range  of  drugs  to  be 
prescribed  should  involve  no  loss  of  clinical  efficacy; 
that  there  are  overwhelming  objections  against  limit- 
ation, and  no  restriction  should  be  imposed  on  the 
doctor's  right  to  prescribe  whatever  drugs  he  con- 
siders necessary  for  his  patients, 
(vi)    That  the  main  difficulty  is  the  dearth  of  impartial 
information  on  drugs  and  that  adequate  informa- 
tion, together  with  improvements  in  training  and 
education,  is  the  key  to  good  prescribing. 
With  regard  to  the  retail  pharmacist,  the  Committee 
found  no  satisfactory  alternative  to  the  present  system  of 
supplying  N.H.S.  medicine  through  the  established  retail 
channels:   if  purchase  and  distribution  were  undertaken 
centrally  or  through  health  centres,  costs  would  increase; 
and  recommended  that  the  appropriate  medical  and  phar- 
maceutical  organisations   should    be    invited   to  discuss 
methods  for  improving  professional  collaboration  between 
general  practitioners  and  retail  pharmacists. 
As  to  the  industry,  the  Committee  concluded :  — 

(i)  That  everything  possible  should  be  done  to  prevent 
public  money  being  wasted  in  inflated  and  expensive 
publicity  campaigns. 

(ii)  That  manufacturers  should  be  encouraged  to  in- 
crease their  research,  and  that  there  should  be  wider 
co-operation  between  all  parties  concerned  in  re- 
search. 

(iii)  That  arrangements  between  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  pharmaceutical  industry  (as  represented  by 
the  A. B.P.I.)  should  allow  fully  for  genuine  research 
expenditure  and  discourage  extravagant  overheads 
and  sales  promotion. 

(iv)  That  those  pharmaceutical  firms  which  do  research 
are  making  an  essential  contribution  to  therapeutic 
progress  and  that  the  conditions  which  favour  pro- 
fits for  research- — such  as  patent  rights  and  proprie- 
tary names — should  be  accepted. 

(v)  That  the  pharmaceutical  industry  has  to  face  unusual 
risks — for  sudden  discovery  of  a  new  therapeutic 
anywhere  in  the  world  can  put  a  product  on  which  a 
great  deal  has  been  spent,  off  the  market  overnight. 

(vi)  That  the  drug  industry  is  playing  an  all-important 
role  in  the  National  Health  Service  and  the  export 
trade,  but  the  doctor's  freedom  to  prescribe  under 
N.H.S.  inevitably  encourages  extravagant  sales  pro- 
motion and  propaganda,  some  of  which  is  undesir- 
able. 

A  Call  for  Better  Facilities  for  Trials 

Regarding  clinical  trials,  the  Committee  concluded  that 
present  arrangements  for  the  organisation  and  interpretation 
of  clinical  trials  and  for  publication  of  the  results  are  inade- 
quate; that  new  drugs  should  be  subjected  to  independent 
clinical  trial  as  early  as  possible,  hosp:tal  authorities  giving 
time  and  facilities  for  such  trials;  and  that  the  costs  of 
clinical  trials  should  be  met  by  the  manufacturers.  The 
Committee  considered  it  undesirable  that  doctors  should 
be  paid  by  manufacturers  for  participating  in  such  trials,  and 
held  that  firms  wishing  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for 
clinical  trials  should  be  encouraged  to  do  so. 

Those  findings  present  a  painstaking  and  understanding 
review  of  the  facts.  Many  of  the  recommendations — particu- 
larly, perhaps,  those  in  relation  to  research  and  clinical 
trials — will  be  warmly  welcomed  by  the  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry. They  do,  however,  reflect  something  of  the  appre- 
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hensiveness  of  a  medical  profession  finding  itself  the  bed- 
fellow of  an  industry — an  industry  whose  succession  to 
yesterday's  dispensary  it  accepts,  yet  which  it  still  tends  to 
confuse  with  yesterday's  pedlar  of  quack  remedies.  The 
pharmaceutical  industry  must  consider  what  it  has  to  do  to 
repair  that  situation. 

Why  the  medical  profession  should  so  strongly  feel  the 
need  for  "  impartial  "  information  and  evaluation  of  the 
drugs  it  increasingly  uses  is  a  question  that  every  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturer  should  ask  himself.  Bound  up  with 
it  is  the  industry's  need  to  remove,  by  setting  better  stan- 
dards and  explaining  present  ones,  misapprehensions  regard- 
ing the  place  of  advertising  today. 

The  Unsubsidised  Sector 

The  National  Health  Service  is  essential  welfare  at  an 
essential  cost.  Of  the  four  partners,  the  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry is  the  one  that  is  totally  unsubsidised.  The  industry 
must  pay  its  way,  and  provide  for  tomorrow's  research  by 
selling  its  wares  competitively.  Presently  available  means  of 
communication  with  the  physician  and  surgeon  are  through 
(i)  personal  contact;  (ii)  medical  Press  announcements;  (iii) 
mail:  d'vl  exhibitions  associated  with  medical  meetings;  and 
(v)  clinical  films.  To  those  could  be  added  the  retail  phar- 
macist, as  an  authoritative  and  informative  link,  as  yet 
poorly  forged,  between  drug  manufacturer  and  prescribing 
physician.  But  there  is,  not  unnaturally,  some  resentment 
among  dispensing  chemists  at  the  increased  prescribing  of 
proprietary  preparations  at  the  expense  of  the  formulary 
drugs  and  compounds,  which  once  occupied  their  dispensing 
talents.  There  is  the  feeling  among  some  that  pharmaceutical 
art  and  training  have  been  reduced  to  counting,  pouring 
and  measuring.  Against  that,  today's  complex  and  potent 
drugs  need  all  the  knowledge  and  training  of  the  skilled 
pharmacist  in  their  handling,  and  every  pharmacist  should 
familiarise  himself  with  their  pharmacology,  action  dosage 
and  indications  as  a  necessary  service  to  the  prescribing 
physician.  For  those  whose  scientific  talents  that  vocation 
does  not  satisfy,  there  are  openings  in  the  industry's  de- 
velopment and  control  laboratories  calling  for  pharmaceu- 
tical talent  of  the  highest  order. 

For  its  personal  contact  with  the  medical  profession,  and 
with  the  retail  pharmacist,  the  industry  employs  and  trains 
representatives  to  introduce  its  products  and  provide  in- 
formation. Such  men  are  not  always  recruited  from  the 
pharmaceutical  or  allied  professions.  The  specialist  nature 
of  some  manufacturers'  products  may  even  dictate  that  the 
more  useful  representatives  come  from  outside  the  pharma- 
ceutical sphere.  The  immediate  challenge  before  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers  is  to  improve  the  quality  of  repre- 
sentatives' training. 

In  its  use  of  advertising,  the  industry  limits  its  announce- 
ments in  regard  to  its  ethical  products  to  the  medical  pro- 
fession. In  making  his  approach  in  that  way,  the  manufac- 
turer is  usually,  though  not  always,  advised  by  his  profes- 
sional advertising  agency.  The  agency  is  bound  by  a  strict 
code  of  ethics  in  relation  to  claims  made  for  any  product  it 
advertises — whether  it  be  a  medical  product  or  whether  it 
be  a  household  consumer  product.  Nonetheless,  it  must  rely 
upon  the  pharmaceutical  manufacturer  for  the  original  in- 
formation upon  which  the  eventual  technical  "  copy "  is 
produced.  The  medical  profession  should  not  view  too  seri- 
ously the  advertising  use  of  colour  or  caption.  Those  do  not 
necessarily  mean  extravagance,  either  from  the  point  of  view 
of  economy  or  of  claims.  They  are  the  modern  means  of 
making  impact,  no  more  nor  less  a  reminder  than  the 
knotted  handkerchief.  That  the  pharmaceutical  manufacturer 
has  achieved  a  standard  of  dignity  and  integrity  in  his  adver- 
tising would  not  be  denied  by  many,  and  the  impression  that 
it  represents  an  extravagant  means  of  communication  is 
erroneous.  Compared  with  the  type  and  volume  of  adver- 
tising freely  accepted  by  all  in  regard  to  articles  in  daily 
use,  pharmaceutical  specialities  account  for  a  relatively  small 
investment  in  advertising,  though  one  which  k  more  econ- 


omical than  most  other  means  of  communication.  However, 
since  it  is  as  much  a  part  of  an  information  service  to  the 
physician  as  his  journal,  the  study  of  advertising  should  be 
integrated  more  closely  within  the  organisational  structure 
of  every  pharmaceutical  manufacturer. 

Repetitive  and  unsolicited  direct  mailing  of  material  to 
physicians  has  led  to  objections  from  physicians.  Whether 
some  manufacturers  have  been  prompted  more  by  enthu- 
siasm than  by  discretion  in  that  repetitive  approach  may  be  a 
matter  for  examination,  but  from  the  economical  standpoint 
it  is  a  relatively  inexpensive  means  of  reaching  a  large 
number  of  practitioners.  Pending  a  better  evaluation  of  ways 
and  means  of  keeping  the  doctor  informed  direct  mailings 
should  be  but  a  minor  nuisance  to  those  who  disapprove  of 
it.  Even  so,  not  all  pharmaceutical  manufacturers  adopt  the 
procedure  of  unsolicited  mailing. 

Medical  men  attending  medical  meetings  will  find  no  better 
opportunity  for  obtaining  information  on  current  drugs  and 
therapies  than  by  a  visit  to  exhibits  at  the  accompanying 
exhibitions  of  pharmaceuticals.  Such  exhibitions,  however, 
are  frequently  ill-attended.  Exhibitions  not  sponsored  as  an 
accompaniment  to  medical  sessions  are  sponsored  by  promo- 
ters not  directly  associated  with  the  industry.  The  formation 
of  a  body  from  within  the  pharmaceutical  industry  respon- 
sible for  better  exhibitions  could,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  medical  profession,  be  a  step  towards  an  improvement 
in  the  required  information  service. 

In  considering  the  services  afforded  by  the  pharmaceutical 
industry,  donations  and  covenants  to  professional  institu- 
tions, colleges  and  medical  schools  should  not  be  over- 
looked. They  represent  a  considerable  contribution,  made 
without  advertising  or  sales  promotion.  The  industry's  pro- 
duction of  clinical  films  has  added  to  the  wealth  of  material 
available  for  student  and  post-graduate  education. 

All  those  measures  have  contributed  to  the  productivity 
and  standing  of  the  British  pharmaceutical  industry.  Their 
further  study  and  improvement  on  all  sides  cannot  but  be 
advantageous.  The  industry  might  well  throw  open  its 
scientific  and  training  facilities  to  students  and  post- 
graduates. 

LECTURES    UPON  PHARMACY 

FOUNDATION  FOR  FUTURE  STUDIES 

By  William  Cullen,  M.D.  {circa  1760) 
The  art  of  Pharmacy  is  at  present  extremely  imperfect, 
which  is  occasioned  as  Dr.  Lewis  observes,  because  authors 
neglect  to  treat  it  in  a  more  Scientific  manner. 

The  best  book  on  this  subject  is  the  Drs.  New  Dispen- 
satory [i.e.  Lewis]  which,  however  excellent,  is  less  perfect 
than  he  was  capable  of  rendering  it. 

In  these  lectures  I  shall  endeavour  only  to  lay  a  founda- 
tion for  your  future  Studies  in  the  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Pharmacy — and  that  we  may  be  liable  to  as  little  ambi- 
guity as  possible,  I  shall  previously  give  a  definition  of  our 
subject. 

Pharmacy  may  be  defined  "  The  Art  of  Preparing  Medi- 
cines in  the  way  that  will  render  them  most  Efficacious, 
Safe,  Convenient,  Cheap  and  Agreeable." 

Before  we  enter  upon  the  Study  of  Pharmacy,  a  know- 
ledge of  every  branch  of  Natural  History  is  necessary,  nor 
is  it  sufficient  to  know  the  substances  employed  in  medi- 
cine in  their  entire  States,  but  also  to  be  perfectly  well 
acquainted  with  their  Colours,  Tastes,  Odours  in  the  dif- 
ferent forms  under  which  they  are  preserved  in  the  Shops. 
This  enables  us  to  detect  such  matters  as  are  spurious  and 
to  discover  when  such  as  are  really  genuine  begins  to 
decay  or  alter  their  proper  condition  in  any  respect. 

Many  articles  of  the  shops  are  brought  from  foreign 
countries  in  a  simple  or  compound  state.  The  latter  are 
mostly  produced  by  chemical  processes.  To  form  therefore 
an  accurate  judgment  of  the  Purity  and  Powers  of  these, 
the  knowledge  of  chemistry  is  necessary.  But  the  most 
important  application  of  Chemistry  to  Pharmacy  is  for  the 
discovery  of  the  properties  of  Bodies  by  Analysis.  I  do 
not  here  confine  myself  to  the  analysing  of  bodies  simply  of 
themselves,  but  that  we  should  discover  the  changes  pro- 
duced in  them  by  menstruums  or  any  other  methods  which 
we  practise  for  the  Analysis  of  Bodies. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 

Monthly  meeting  of  Council 


THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 
at  a  meeting  in  Dublin  on  January  12,  decided  to  refer 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Committee  the  question 
of  loss  of  income  by  retail  pharmacists  because  of  the  supply 
through  dispensaries  and  clinics,  of  medicines  under  the 
Health  Act.  The  Council  further  suggested  that  the  Com- 
mittee should  prepare  a  memorandum  for  submission  to 
the  Department  for  Health  with  a  view  to  having  such 
medicines  supplied  through  retail  pharmacies. 

"  Pharmacists  Undervalued  Their  Services  " 

Mr.  J.  P.  O'Donnell,  who  raised  the  matter,  said  that  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  the  previous  night,  Mr. 
Loughman  had  stated  that  through  the  years  the  chemist  had 
not  valued  his  services  sufficiently,  and  to  that  extent  he  was 
partly  to  blame  for  the  fact  that  a  case  had  never  been  put 
sufficiently  strongly  to  the  Department  to  have  the  dispens- 
ing of  prescriptions  under  the  Act  carried  out  by  the  retail 
pharmacist.  Urging  the  Council  to  acquaint  the  Department 
of  the  present  position  without  delay,  Mr.  O'Donnell  said 
that  the  Council  should  ask  the  Minister  to  receive  a  depu- 
tation to  discuss  the  position,  because  there  was  no  doubt 
that  the  Health  Act  was  acting  to  the  detriment  of  the  retail 
pharmacist.  The  Council  must  do  their  utmost  to  see  that 
dispensing  was  done  by  the  retail  pharmacist  and  not  by  the 
doctor. 

Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  said  it  was  obvious  that  the  reason 
the  numbers  entering  pharmacy  were  dwindling  was  because 
the  economic  situation  in  pharmacy  was  not  good.  The 
Department  could  hot  "  wash  its  hands "  and  say  it  was 
not  their  responsibility.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
carrying  out  a  pharmaceutical  service  for  the  State  and  yet 
pharmacists  were  getting  a  poor  return.  The  Society,  it  should 
not  be  forgotten,  were  supplying  the  personnel  who  manned 
the  Government  dispensaries,  which,  in  a  certain  sense,  were 
working  against  the  retail  chemist.  Alderman  M.  L.  Cash- 
man  said  a  pharmacist  did  not  cease  to  be  such  when  he 
went  inside  a  dispensary,  clinic  or  hospital,  and  they  should 
not  lose  sight  of  that  fact.  So  far  as  the  State  was  concerned 
the  greater  bulk  of  the  dispensing  was  still  being  done  by 
pharmacists,  if  not  actually  by  retail  pharmacists.  If  what 
was  required  was  the  reversion  of  all  dispensing  to  the  retail 
pharmacist  then  he  agreed  that  the  Council  were  "  thinking 
straight."  The  Council  could  insist  on  seeing  that  all  dispen- 
sary pharmacies  were  manned  by  pharmacists  but  the  Coun- 
cil could  not  ask  the  Government  to  do  something  to  help 
the  retail  pharmacist  if  it  was  at  the  expense  of  the  dispens- 
ary pharmacist,  since  both  belonged  to  the  same  profession. 

Mr.  O'Donnell  said  that  the  Health  Act  was  originally 
intended  to  ensure  that  those  who  could  not  afford  their 
medical  supplies  could  get  them  on  a  card  system  but  now 
the  numbers  availing  of  that  service  had  grown  from  a  small 
percentage  to  almost  40  per  cent,  of  the  population.  It  was 
time  the  Council  made  the  Department  aware  of  the  posi- 
tion. Supporting  Mr.  O'Donnell  and  Mr.  O'Neill,  Mr.  R.  J. 
Power  said  that  the  Society  implemented  the  Poisons  Act 
and  had  appointed  an  inspector  at  their  own  expense.  They 
were  paying  exclusively  for  that  service  and  the  members 
should  get  the  benefit  of  it. 

Alderman  Cashman  said  that  there  should  be  a  properly 
run  dispensary  system,  with  full-time  pharmacists  employed, 
instead  of  the  present  "  broken-time  "  arrangement.  If  such 
an  efficient  service  were  provided  the  Government  would 
soon  see  that  it  would  be  more  economic  to  do  the  dis- 
pensing through  the  retail  pharmacist  when  account  was 
taken  of  all  the  overheads  involved.  Mr.  O'Neill  :  "  That  is 
exactly  the  point.  If  the  Government  provided  a  proper  dis- 
pensary service  they  would  soon  see  that  it  would  be  cheaper 
to  allow  the  retail  chemist  to  do  the  dispensing." 

Referring  to  an  advertisement  issued  recently  by  a  local 


authority  seeking  a  pharmacist  with  at  least  five  years'  ex- 
perience for  a  dispensary  post  at  a  salary  ranging  from  £850 
to  £1,100  a  year,  Alderman  Cashman  said  that  the  position 
was  equivalent  to  that  of  a  high  civil  servant  or  an  executive 
officer  in  a  local  government  authority,  but  the  salary  was 
not  anything  like  commensurate;  £850  for  a  chief  pharmacist 
was  entirely  inadequate  having  regard  to  the  responsibilities 
involved,  but  then,  unfortunately  they  had  pharmacists 
accepting  "  broken  time  "  in  dispensaries  within  a  few  miles 
of  Dublin  for  as  little  as  £3  a  week.  That  was  something 
which  no  trade  union  would  tolerate.  Mr.  J.  J.  O'Regan 
said  the  salary  offered  was  miserable.  As  pharmacists  they 
should  realise  that  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  gave  them  the 
initiative.  The  salary  offered  would  not  attract  men  who 
had  the  right  capabilities. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Semple  said  the  Council  could  point  out  to  the 
Department  that  by  closing  dispensaries  and  returning  dis- 
pensing to  the  chemists  the  Department  would  save  money. 
Mr.  O'Regan  said  that  if  the  Voluntary  Health  Insurance 
Board  were  to  provide  pharmaceutical  services,  an  arrange- 
ment could  perhaps  be  made  for  the  dispensing  to  be  done 
on  a  contract  basis  by  retail  pharmacists.  With  such  an 
arrangement  he  was  confident  that  the  Government  would  be 
impressed  with  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  private 
enterprise.  Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly  said  that  for  an  efficient  and 
economic  operation  of  the  Health  Act  it  was  necessary  to 
have  medical  requirements  supplied  through  the  retail  phar- 
macist. The  Council  should  point  out  that  they  were  run- 
ning the  Society  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  and  that  they 
were  being  compelled  to  improve  the  economic  side  of  the 
profession  in  order  to  keep  abreast  of  modern  pharmacy. 
It  would  also  be  necessary  to  stress  that  unless  retail  phar- 
macists got  a  proper  share  of  dispensing  and  supplying  of 
medicines  under  the  Act,  the  pharmaceutical  service  of  the 
country  would  shortly  break  down.  That  was  what  was  going 
to  happen  if  the  economics  of  the  profession  were  not  im- 
proved. Mr.  O'Regan  said  the  Council  were  concerned  to 
assure  students  entering  pharmacy  that  there  was  a  career 
in  it. 

Alderman  Cashman  said  that  in  Northern  Ireland  under 
the  "  welfare  state  "  the  supply  of  medicines  to  cover  all 
sections  of  the  community  cost  £1  6s.  8d.  per  head  annually; 
the  cost  of  running  the  dispensaries  in  the  Republic,  where 
only  40  per  cent,  of  the  population  was  covered,  was  pro- 
portionately much  higher.  After  further  discussion  it  was 
decided  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Committee. 

Welcoming  Mr.  R.  J.  Power,  who  was  attending  his  first 
meeting  following  his  recent  co-option  (see  C.  &  D.,  Decem- 
ber 19,  1959,  p.  561),  the  President  (Mr.  Hugh  P.  Corrigan) 
assured  him  of  the  help  and  guidance  of  every  member  of 
the  Council  and  of  the  registrar.  Replying,  Mr.  Power 
thanked  the  president  for  his  kind  welcome  and  the  Council 
for  the  honour  they  had  bestowed  on  him  in  co-opting  him. 
"  The  Council  are  held  in  respect  by  pharmacists  all  over  the 
country — a  respect  which  I  share,"  said  Mr.  Power,  adding 
that  he  would  devote  his  full  energies  in  promoting  the  work 
of  the  Council.  "  I  am  encouraged  by  the  belief  that  phar- 
macy is  poised  on  the  threshhold  of  great  development,"  he 
said. 

Inspector's  Report 

Arising  out  of  the  Law  Committee's  report,  the  registrar 
read  a  report  submitted  by  the  Society's  chief  inspector  (Mr. 
P.  O'Briain)  setting  out  the  position  on  January  1  in  regard 
to  his  activities.  The  report  stated  that  the  total  number  of 
pharmacies  in  the  country  on  that  date  was  1,315,  two  less 
than  on  the  corresponding  date  in  1959.  The  pharmacies,  in- 
cluding medical  halls,  were  distributed  as  follows:  Dublin 
city  and  county,  382;  Cork  city,  74;  Limerick  city,  33;  Gal- 
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way  city,  20;  Waterford  city,  18;  provinces,  788.  The  number 
of  managers  employed  in  Dublin  was  seventy-five  and  in  the 
remainder  of  the  country  126 — a  total  of  201.  Mr.  O'Briain 
stated  that  he  had  not  kept  details  of  the  number  of  mana- 
gers in  previous  years  but  thought  that  the  number  em- 
ployed in  the  country  had  increased.  "  I  find  that  with  each 
journey,  the  number  of  staff  changes  increases,  or  to  put  it 
another  way,  the  number  of  pharmacices  whose  managers 
have  not  changed  over  the  years  is  getting  smaller,  particu- 
larly in  the  country."  The  report  stated  that  it  had  been 
suggested  to  Mr.  O'Briain  that  in  announcing  lost  drugs  over 
the  radio  it  should  be  stated  that  the  finder  should  return 
the  drugs  to  a  police  station  or  to  any  pharmacy.  He  under- 
stood that  a  customer  had  once  mentioned  finding  such 
tablets  "  but  did  not  wish  to  become  involved." 

Dealing  with  the  operation  of  the  new  Opticians  Act,  Mr. 
O'Briain  reported  that  he  had  called  on  the  registrar  of  the 
Opticians  Board  and  from  what  he  had  been  informed  it 
appeared  that  opticians  might  be  registered  by  submitting  a 
recognised  diploma;  by  having  been  on  the  National  Health 
Insurance  panel;  by  examination,  but  only  certain  classes  of 
persons  might  enter  for  that  examination.  Examination  can- 
didates must  submit  proof  of  having  dispensed  and /or  pre- 
scribed and  dispensed  250  optical  corrections  in  the  five  or 
seven  years  before  1956,  and  must  state  that  optics  were 
their  principal  means  of  livelihood  during  that  time.  That 
would  appear  to  present  difficulty  to  many  chemists  because 
optics  were  not  their  principal  means  of  livelihood.  Dealing 
with  advertising  and  the  powers  of  the  Board  to  deal  with 
such  offences,  the  report  stated  that  members  might  not  be 
struck  off  for  offences  of  that  kind,  but  they  might  be 
"fined"  £50  on  the  first  offence,  and  £100  on  each  subse- 
quent offence.  "Advertising  in  the  accepted  sense  of  the 
term  is  not  permitted  at  all,  and  there  is  a  danger  of  chem- 
ists contravening  that  section  by  having  optical  qualifications 
printed  on  medicine  labels.  Frames  may  be  displayed  in  shop 
windows  but  the  number  displayed  at  any  one  time  must  not 
exceed  twelve.  Show  cards  of  an  optical  nature  may  not  be 
displayed  at  all."  the  report  added. 

Mr.  M.  Costello  said  he  would  hate  to  think  that  any 
hardship  or  embargo  would  be  put  in  the  way  of  chemists 
who  practised  optics,  particularly  in  the  country.  The  Regis- 
trar said  that  it  was  unfortunate  that  Mr.  Miller  was 
unable  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  because  he  would  be 
able  to  explain  the  situation  fully.  Alderman  Cashman 
said  he  understood  the  greater  number  of  such  chemists 
had  taken,  or  were  taking,  the  examination  referred  to  in 
Mr.  O'Briain 's  report,  and  would  be  able  to  carry  on. 

Import  Duty :  A  New  Problem 

Referring  to  the  recently  imposed  duty  on  the  import  of 
medicinal  tablets.  Alderman  Cashman  said  that  he  under- 
stood quite  a  number  of  people  had  objected  to  the  fact 
that  they  were  being  charged  more  for  repeat  prescriptions. 
Under  the  Order  it  was  stipulated  that  such  tablets  could 
be  imported  under  special  licence  in  quantities  not  exceeding 
100,  and  he  knew  of  one  case  where  the  person  went  to  the 
Department  and  was  granted  a  licence  to  import  the  tablets. 
"  I  have  been  led  to  believe  that  that  facility  is  not  available 
to  the  pharmacist  on  behalf  of  the  customer  but  available 
only  to  the  customer.  If  that  is  true  the  position  arises  where 
the  dispensing  of  that  repeat  prescription  now  passes  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  chemist  as  a  result  of  the  Government 
Order.  If  that  facility  is  available  to  the  individual,  surely 
we,  as  the  recognised  agents  of  such  individuals  in  this  par- 
ticular field,  should  be  entitled  to  the  same  facility,"  Alder- 
man Cashman  added. 

Mr.  Costello  :  "  If  such  is  the  case  I  think  it  is  an  awful 
situation.  President:  "Deplorable!  "  Mr.  Costello  said 
if  the  Order  operated  as  stated  by  Alderman  Cashman  it 
should  be  looked  into  immediately.  Alderman  Cashman 
said  that  as  the  Council  could  well  understand  the  facilities 
to  import  under  licence  were  not  readily  available  to  the 
pharmacist  otherwise  they  could  be  importing  in  consider- 
able quantities.  He  would  like  the  matter  to  be  pursued. 


Mr.  O'Donnell  :  "  Surely  a  wholesaler  in  England  would 
not  supply  to  an  individual?  "  Mr.  O'Neill  said  it  would 
be  bad  if  it  were  proved  that  any  ethical  manufacturer  sup- 
plied from  Britain  direct  to  a  non-chemist  in  the  Republic. 
Alderman  Cashman  :  "  It  is  not  a  question  of  the  manu- 
facturer. The  person  concerned  is  not  trying  to  beat  the 
chemist  and  get  the  manufacturer's  price."  The  provision 
was  put  in  the  Order,  so  that  if  an  individual  wrote  to  a 
chemist  in  England,  or  got  a  friend  to  buy  them  in  England, 
they  could  have  the  tablets  at  the  price  obtaining  in  the 
Republic  before  the  increase  caused  by  the  imposition  of 
duty.  The  registrar  was  instructed  to  write  to  the  Department 
to  find  out  exactly  how  the  levy  operated  in  practice. 

The  registrar  reported  that  three  candidates  had  passed  the 
Registered  Druggist  examination. 

Arising  out  of  the  Schools  Committee's  report  a  letter  was 
considered  from  overseas  students  attending  the  College, 
asking  if  the  apprenticeship  period  in  the  pharmacy  course 
could  be  reduced,  because  apart  from  the  economic  aspect, 
when  they  returned  home  they  were  obliged  to  spend  an 
extra  period  of  apprenticeship  in  tropical  pharmacy.  It  was 
decided  to  inform  the  students  that  consideration  was  being 
given  to  the  whole  question  of  apprenticeship  and  that  sym- 
pathetic consideration  would  be  given  to  the  views  expressed 
in  their  letter. 

The  registrar  reported  that,  the  supplemental  Second  Pro- 
fessional examination  would  commence  on  January  14,  the 
practicals  being  taken  on  January  27  and  28.  In  reply  to 
Mr.  M.  F.  Broderick,  the  registrar  said  it  was  proposed  to 
hold  Part  2  of  the  Final  licence  examination  for  referred 
candidates  on  March  10. 

It  was  reported  by  the  registrar  that  a  meeting  had  been 
arranged  between  representatives  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  to  be  held  on  January  15.  The  Society 
would  be  represented  by  the  president,  the  vice-president,  the 
treasurer,  Mr.  C.  J.  Cremen,  and  the  registrar. 

Dr.  Eoin  C.  Dowling  was  unanimously  appointed  examiner 
to  the  Assistants  examination.

NEW  FILMS  AND  FILMSTRIPS 


Developing  Your  Sales  Personality 

G.B.  Film  Library,  1  Aintree  Road,  Perivale,  Middlesex. 
Black  and  white.  Sound.  16-mm.  Running  time  thirty 
minutes. 

The  film  is  another  in  the  series  made  by  Richard  Borden 
and  Alvin  Busse  for  the  Dartnell  Corporation  of  Chicago 
for  the  purpose  of  training  salesmen.  In  these  days  of 
larger  manufacturing  units,  when  the  owners  are  often 
unknown  shareholders  and  the  organisation  just  a  name,  it 
is  the  representative's  personality  that  makes  impact  upon 
the  customer,  often  deciding  his  reaction  at  succeeding 
visits.  It  thus  profoundly  affects  the  amount  of  business 
the  representative  attracts.  In  this  new  film  the  producers 
demonstrate  personality  quirks  common  to  many  represen- 
tatives, causing  them  to  lose  sales. 

A  Show  of  Hands 

rhr  productions  in  association  with  the  Film  Pro- 
ducers' Guild  for  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.,  Kingston-upon- 
Thamcs,  Surrey.  16  mm.  Sound.  Colour.  Ektachrome 
original,  Kodachrome  print.  Running  time  twenty-four 
minutes. 

The  film  has  been  produced  for  showing  to  medical  staffs 
of  hospitals,  but  branch  secretaries  on  the  look  out  for 
films  to  show  to  their  members  should  put  it  high  on  their 
list,  and  for  two  reasons.  First,  it  deals  with  a  problem  that 
is  currently  exercising  the  best  brains  of  the  hospital 
world  and  which  has  repercussions  on  the  community  at 
large.  Secondly,  it  contrives  to  present  the  sales  arguments 
for  a  new  product  (new,  at  any  rate,  in  Britain)  in  a  way 
that  is  effective  without  being  pompous  and  introduces 


humour  without  any  taint  of  flippancy.  With  the  increasing 
number  of  antibiotic-resistant  bacteria,  the  prevalence  of 
cross  infection  in  hospitals  has  been  causing  more  and  more 
concern.  It  is  unanimously  agreed  that  improved  aseptic 
precautions  are  necessary,  but  what  should  those  precau- 
tions be  ?  Among  the  many  methods  of  transfer  of  virulent 
bacteria  to  the  patient  the  hands  of  the  medical,  surgical 
and  nursing  staffs  are  not  without  incrimination  despite 
the  most  conscientious  "  scrubbing  up."  To  help  solve  the 
problem  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.,  have  put  on  the  market  a 
product  pHisoHex  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  9,  p.  33)  which 
associates  a  detergent  with  a  bactericide.  Repeated  washing 
with  it  leaves  a  film  on  the  surface  of  the  skin  that  con- 


tinues to  attack  bacteria  for  many  hours,  and  whose  use 
over  a  short  period  is  claimed — and  the  claim  is  supported 
by  plate  counts — to  give  a  virtually  sterile  skin.  Because 
it  has  the  same  pn  it  is  without  the  risks  of  irritation  and 
cracking  that  are  apt  to  follow  excessive  use  of  soap  and 
nailbrush.  The  introduction  of  the  product  involves  a 
change  in  techniques  long  practised  in  hospitals  and  the 
purpose  of  the  film  is  both  to  persuade  the  viewer  that  it 
is  essential  and  to  show  what  effect  it  has.  Bacterial  counts 
after  the  use  of  pHisoHex  are  shown  to  be  dramatically 
reduced,  and  in  the  process  the  attention  is  gripped  in  a 
story  dealing  with  clashes  of  personalities  and  of  ideas.  "A 
Show  of  Hands  "  has  been  produced  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  R.  H.  Riley.  Arrangements  for  showing  are  made 
through  Mr.  J.  A.  Green,  of  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.,  King- 
ston-upon-Thames.  The  "  still "  here  reproduced  shows  a 
discussion  in  progress  on  the  new  method.

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 

FIG  PROTEASE  IN  WOUND  TREATMENT 

Rob  and  Singer  (Brit.  med.  J.,  1959.  2.  1071),  investigated 
the  use  of  Debricin  (fig  protease  extracted  from  the  latex) 
in  removing  necrotic  tissue  and  sloughs  occurring  in  thirty- 
three  open  wounds.  Debricin  is  provided  in  two  strengths 
(1  and  7-5  per  cent.)  as  a  lyophilised  and  freeze-dried 
powder  which,  immediately  before  use,  is  dissolved  in  a 
vegetable  gum  containing  preservative  and  buffering  agents. 
It  has  a  pronounced  action  upon  fibrin,  and  upon  denatured 
elastin  and  collagen,  but  no  action  upon  living  or  partially 
denatured  tissues.  The  authors  state  that  "  dry  and  leathery 
sloughs  were  most  resistant  to  digestion  ..."  One  case 
demonstrating  poor  results,  is  thought  to  have  suffered 
from  the  presence  of  pus.  Adverse  reactions  were  limited 
to  local  pain,  which  in  two  cases  made  it  necessary  to  end 
the  treatment.  No  generalised  reaction  was  noted  and  no 
adverse  effects  upon  healing  occurred.  The  authors  con- 
clude that  Debricin  treatment  is  a  valuable  adjunct  to 
standard  measures  in  hospital  and  out-patient  practice. 

PROCHLORPERAZINE     AND     MIGRAINE  IN 
CHILDREN 

British  and  American  workers  (Lancet,  1957.  ii.  242  and 
Amer.  Practit.,  1959.  10.  657)  have  reported  that  prochlor- 
perazine was  helpful  in  preventing  migraine  in  children. 
Illingworth  and  Harvey  (Lancet,  1960.  ii.  132)  recently 
carried  out  an  assessment  of  the  drug  using  a  double-blind 
method.  Identical  tablets  of  either  the  drug  or  the  placebo 
were  administered  (by  random  sampling  on  the  part  of  the 
hospital  pharmacist)  to  children  suffering  from  migraine 
and  having  a  family  history  of  the  complaint.  Upon  a 
child's  second  visit,  tablets,  opposite  to  those  previously 
supplied,  were  given.  Results  varied  from  —3  to  +3  in  a 
system  of  scoring  in  which  the  lowest  meant  a  worsen- 
ing of  the  patient's  condition  and  the  highest  score  that  the 
patient  was  much  better.  Twenty-eight  patients  who  received 
the  active  drug  scored  +39.  Twenty-nine  patients  who 
received  the  placebo  scored  +43.  Dosage,  based  upon 
makers'  recommendations,  was:  Children,  2\  years,  2\ 
mgm.  twice  daily;  5  years,  5  mgm.  twice  daily;  10  years 
l\  mgm.  twice  daily.  The  authors  concluded  that  at  those 
dosages  prochlorperazine  had  no  value  in  the  prevention  of 
migraine  in  children.

WORLD  TRADE 

Japanese   Import   Liberalisation.  — 

The  Japanese  Government  have  an- 
nounced a  series  of  liberalisation  meas- 
ures aimed  at  making  42  per  cent,  of 
Japan's  imports  free  from  restrictions 
against  the  current  32  per  cent.  Certain 
types  of  chemical  products  will  be  com- 
pletely freed  in  stages  between  April  1 
and  October  1,  but  not  drugs  previously 
restricted. 

Philippine  Drug  Statistics. — Philip- 
pine production  of  drugs,  medicines  and 
other  pharmaceuticals  for  the  first  half 
of  1959  was  valued  at  23,287,693  pesos 
(against  20,922,410  pesos  for  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1958)  according  to 
the  Bureau  of  Census  and  Statistics. 
Antibiotics  claimed  5,339,724  pesos  for 
the  1959  six-month  period;  vitamins, 
3,856,890  pesos;  sulphonamides,  326,943 
pesos;  other  drugs,  13,764,136  pesos.  Im- 
ports of  medicinal  and  pharmaceutical 
products  for  the  first  half  of  1959 
totalled  7,830,215  pesos,  antibiotics  at 
i:i  million  pesos  constituting  the  bulk 
of  the  imports,  followed  by  vitamins, 
841,629  pesos;  analgesics  and  anti- 
pyretics, 400,711  pesos;  compounds  or 
mixtures  containing  combinations  of 
sulphonamides  or  antibiotics,  349,554 
pesos;  biologicals  for  human  use, 
205,758  pesos;  sulphonamides  in  bulk, 
153,928  pesos;  other  medicinal  and 
pharmaceutical  products,  3,900,587 
pesos. 

Swiss  Chemicals  in  1959. — Exports 
of  the  important  Swiss  chemical  and 
pharmaceutical  industry  have  attained 
a  new  high  level  having  risen  by  no 
less  than  19  per  cent,  during  the  first 
three  quarters  of  1959  compared  with 
the  same  period  of  1958.  All  sectors 
of  the  industry  benefited  from  the  fav- 
ourable development,  although  the 
rates  of  increase  varied  somewhat. 
However,  the  most  marked  increase  of 
exports  (by  35  per  cent.)  was  registered 
by  the  dyestuffs  manufacturing  indus- 
try. The  favourable  weather  conditions 
in  the  summer  resulted  in  good  sales 
of  insecticides.  A  noteworthy  increase 
of  exports  also  took  place  in  the  Swiss 
pharmaceutical  industry,  the  rate  of  in- 
crease being  13  per  cent,  against  9  6 
per  cent,  in  1958;  pharmaceuticals  ac- 
counted in  fact  for  47  per  cent,  of 
chemical  exports.  Because  of  protective 
tendencies  in  numerous  export  markets, 
several  Swiss  enterprises  decided  to 
transfer  certain  phases  of  production 
abroad  hence  increased  importance  is 
being  attached  in  Switzerland  to  an 
unfettered  transfer  of  licence  fees, 
royalties,  etc.  The  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry anticipates  good  results  also  dur- 
ing the  current  year. 

EXPANSION  PLANS 

EASTMAN  Kodak  Co.,  Rochester, 
U.S.A.,  plans  to  spend  a  record 
$67  millions  on  improvements  during 
1960.  The  budget  includes  provisions 
for  a  new  polypropylene  plant  to  be 
built  at  the  Texas  Eastman  division  in 
Longview.  Construction  on  the  plant 
is  to  be  started  early  in  the  year  with 
polypropylene  output  expected  to  be- 
gin during  the  fourth  quarter.  The  plant 
is  expected  to  reach  an  annual  capacity 
of  20  million  lb.  by  mid- 1961.
